Evidence kidney dam- 
age was also obtained, demonstrated 
chemical studies the blood and urine.

INTRODUCTION 


degenerative diseases the cardiovascular, renal 
system are now killing more people than any other 
group. During the past fifty years the span human 
life has been increased nineteen years. result the 
efforts medical science, likely that this span life will 
further increased and consequently larger number 
people will entering the decades life which high blood 
pressure and the conditions which are closely related it— 
chronic nephritis and heart faiiure—are more apt occur. 
The causes hypertension are not proved. the theories 
advanced three are given most prominence: (1) That focal 
infection plays prominent (2) that increased choles- 
terin content the blood stream prominent factor; and 
(3) that excessive protein diets are some measure responsible. 
The difficulty relating the etiological factors chronic 
nephritis, high blood pressure and fibrous myocarditis the 
human, lies partly the long span years that elapses between 
the onset the condition and the time when the vital organs 
may obtained from the body for study. offset this handi- 
cap, numerous experimental studies have been undertaken with 
laboratory animals produce sclerosis the vessels and 
chronic nephritis comparable that found man. The objec- 
tion that has been raised most this work that the 
sclerosis and nephritis produced does not resemble human 
sclerosis and nephritis. Feeding experiments undertaken 
endeavor produce these changes have received little attention. 
Newburgh and have succeeded producing 
marked arteriosclerosis the aortas rabbits fed high 
protein diets. These changes occurred quite regularly after six 
months such diet. The criticism this work was that 
these diets were not well balanced and that the lack proper 
diet itself might have had some relation the causation 
the sclerosis that was found. 


German investigators, particularly and have produced 
experimental arteriosclerosis the vessels rabbits feeding diets that contained considerable amounts 
protein and cholesterol. These investigators contended that the excessive cholesterol the diet was 


responsible for the sclerosis. 


have undertaken feeding experiments the effort produce arteriosclerosis. selected the diets 
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avoid the criticism raised poorly bal- 
anced For example, the liver protein diet 
contained

Twelve animals were kept upon this diet over 
period two years, which represents approximately 
one-third the life rabbit. 


avoid the criticism that excessive cholesterol 
might responsible for arteriosclerosis which might 
develop, fed second group animals upon 
protein diet oats. There little cholesterol 
oats. each these first two diet groups the 
urines obtained were excessively acid. The disturb- 
ance the acid-base balance the body that fol- 
lows the continued ingestion diets rich protein 
may, part, responsible for the blood vessel and 
kidney degenerations which result and for increase 
blood pressure which was found occur these 
groups animals. (Note: For the method tak- 
ing blood pressures rabbits and for increase 
blood pressures observed, see previous publication 
the Archives Internal Medicine, April, 1925, 


third group twelve animals was placed upon 
soy bean diet. This, again, was diet containing 
approximately per cent protein and little 
cholesterol. The urines from these animals were ex- 
cessively alkaline, contrast the acid urines 
obtained from the other types proteins fed the 
preceding groups. increase blood pressure was 
likewise obtained this group, but less extent 
than the others. none the twelve instances 
was true arteriosclerosis found. two sponta- 
neous type arteriosclerosis was present. This con- 
sisted necrosis the smooth muscle cells the 
media the aorta, and resulted thinning 
the aorta contrast thickening occurs 
human sclerosis and types sclerosis obtained 
groups one and two. 

control group twelve animals, kept upon 
mixed diet for period two years, presented 


increase blood pressure and instance 
sclerosis. 


OBSERVATIONS 


Liver Diet—The aortas seven rabbits 
group ten kept upon liver diet for from three 
eleven months presented extensive arteriosclerosis. 
Three rabbits this diet for period less than 
three months did not present evidence blood 
vessel change. Grossly, the intima the aorta pre- 
sented raised yellow-white areas which some in- 
stances involved the entire lumen the vessel and 
extended patches from the root its iliac bifur- 
cation. one instance the pulmonary artery was 
also involved. Microscopically this process inti- 
mal change has been followed from early swell- 
ing the intercellular cement substance the 
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intima very marked thickening with the deposi- 
tion calcium soap very considerable amounts. 
the later stages intimal swelling the elastic 
fibers become destroyed and the cellular structures 
are replaced homogenous hyaline-like material. 
this hyaline substance that the calcium 
found. Not until the intimal changes have reached 
advanced stage the endothelial cells covering 
the intima break down. some instances ad- 
vanced change the intima these degenerative 
processes have extended continuity into the media, 
but never extensively. The intimal changes were 
particularly prone occur about the mouths 
the coronary and intercostal arteries—that is, 
points stress. each the seven liver-fed ani- 
mals which sclerosis the aorta was found, 
sclerosis one both coronary arteries was like- 
wise present very considerable degree. The 
microscopic picture the coronary sclerosis was 
precisely like that the aorta. 


There was evidence spontaneous (medial) 
sclerosis any animal the liver group. spon- 
taneous sclerosis the changes are confined the 
media and consist necrosis the smooth muscle 
cells and deposition calcium the necrotic 
areas. The overlying intima not involved. the 
frequency this condition rabbits there have 
been many reports, but nearly all lack careful 
study the histology, and the writers therefore 
have failed recognize these two types sclerosis. 
The literature this question has recently been 
summarized Newburgh and 

The blood pressures this group were higher 
than any other and were highest those animals 
which the sclerosis was most marked. each 
these animals there was also very definite evi- 
dence kidney injury shown the presence 
albumin and casts the urine and increase 
nonprotein nitrogen and urea nitrogen the 
blood. The urines these animals were decidedly 
acid, the Ph. ranging from The CO: 
the blood serum was decreased. 


Grain Diet—The aortas seven eleven ani- 
mals kept upon oat diet for two years (with the 
addition green vegetables stated times) pre- 
sented marked arteriosclerosis. These changes were 
most pronouncd the arch and extended down into 
the abdominal aorta isolated scattered patches. 
These patches, the liver group, were especially 
found about the mouths the intercostal 
vessels. coronary arteries contained areas 
sclerosis three the seven instances that pre- 
sented aortic changes. 

Spontaneous medial sclerosis was present 
three the seven animals that had intimal sclero- 
sis. This type change presents grossly thinning 
the wall the aorta contrast thickening 
such occurs arteriosclerosis. 

The most pronounced arteriosclerosis was found 
those animals which had been the grain diet 
for the longest time (two years). was these ani- 
mals, also, that had the most marked increase 
blood pressure, the maximum pressures ranging be- 
tween and 100 mm. hg., whereas the pressures 
these animals the beginning the experiment, 
and the pressures the control animals, averaged 
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mm. hg. The kidneys these grain-fed animals 
that presented areas sclerosis and increased blood 
pressure likewise gave evidence injury. Albumin 
and casts were present the urine after the sixth 
month the experiment. The urine was acid, the 
ranging from 6.8.

Soy Bean Diet—A third group twelve animals 
was kept upon diet ground soy beans for two 
years. (At weekly intervals greens were added 
this diet prevent deficiency diseases.) The pro- 
tein this diet averaged per cent and was 
the vegetable type. was given because pro- 
duces very alkaline urine contrast the acid 
urines that the other two groups protein produce. 
The the urine this soy bean group aver- 
aged which high even for the rabbit, whose 
urine herbivorous diet does not exceed 
Not one the twelve animals this group 
presented true arteriosclerosis. Three presented areas 
spontaneous medial sclerosis. 

Controls—A group twelve control animals was 
kept under the same living conditions the above 
groups and fed upon mixed diet oats, alfalfa, 
and greens. the end the two-year period they 
were killed. sclerosis either type was found 
either aorta coronary arteries. The blood pres- 
sure averaged mm. hg., which normal. The 
urines did not give eviderice kidney damage. The 
nonprotein nitrogen and urea nitrogen the blood 
remained normal. 


DISCUSSION 


The term arteriosclerosis has been employed here 
because its general use, although Marchand’s 
term, atherosclerosis, more accurately describes the 

The earliest changes visible autopsy consists 
small raised yellow specks the intima. This due 
deposition fat droplets containing cholesterin 
esters the extracellular cement substance the 
intima, secondary loosening and swelling 
thickening the intima. 

These early changes may regress may progress. 
the latter event the cement substance fuses into 
hyaline mass. The surrounding connective tissue 
stimulated this process, and these areas become 
covered with newly formed connective tissue. This 
new connective tissue swells and deposition 
hyaline material again occurs. Thus, layer added 
layer. this area the deposition fatty sub- 
stances continues until the tissue cells and intra- 
cellular substance becomes overloaded with fatty 
material that necrosis occurs. The cholesterin esters 
split up. Cholesterin freed and precipitates out 
crystals. The liberated fatty acids form soaps, 
the calcium soap leading the incrustation and 
calcification which characterize the atheromatous 

Many our animals presented arteriosclerotic 
changes, the counterpart human sclerosis, de- 
scribed above. the aortas these animals the 
earliest lesion was found primarily the swell- 
ing the intercellular cement substance. This was 
followed deposition fat substances, hya- 
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line material and, finally, calcium soaps. These 
changes occurred with greatest frequency those 
animals upon per cent liver protein diet 
which the most marked increase blood pressures 
were obtained, whose kidneys gave evidence 
nephritis and whose blood gave evidence retained 
end products protein metabolism. The urines 
these animals were continuously very acid. 


attempted determine whether the factor 
disturbed acid-base balance expressed the 
long-continued secretion excessively acid urine 
might itself responsible for the increased blood 
pressure and the degenerative blood vessel changes. 
this end, the high protein (36 per cent) soy bean 
diet was given. The vegetable protein resulted 
the excretion urine whose held around 
The CO: the blood serum averaged almost twice 
high, vol. per cent against the control ani- 
mals, vol. per cent. While there did occur clini- 
cal evidence kidney damage and increase 
the blood pressure, yet instance intimal arterio- 
sclerosis was found any the twelve animals 
this group. One would expect kidney damage 
from the long-continued alkalosis that resulted from 
the soy bean diet. Fischer has shown that excessive 
alkali capable producing nephritis. Hender- 
son has completed work which permits the same 
conclusion. Our experiments show clearly that 
long-continued disturbance the acid-base balance 
rabbits the alkaline side capable causing 
moderate hypertension and causing kidney dam- 
age, but that does not produce arteriosclerosis. 
The absence arteriosclerosis may have been due 
the fact that the blood pressure was not 
ciently increased height long enough main- 
tained produce this change. 
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DISCUSSION 


Cummins, (Southern Pacific Hospital, San 
increasing incidence cardiovascular 
disease renders pertinent its clinical and experimental 
study. Much has been evaluated cardiac investigation 
instrumentation, and various methods have been 
learned and perfected the study sclerosis the 
vascular system and the coincidental eventual kidney 
involvement. Hypertension was discovered, and its volumi- 
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nous literature attests its importance among the symp- 
toms cardiovascular disease. Toxins have been shown 
etiological arteriosclerosis and kidney disease, 
and most fikely that focal infections play réle 
the production hypertension. Cholesterol, etio- 
logical factor, demands much more investigation. Exces- 
sive food proteins have been considered for long time 
irritating the kidneys and, more recently, distinct 
disturbers the acid-base balance. the three out- 
standing theories for the production hypertension, 
mentioned Doctor Nuzum, focal infections and ex- 
cessive food proteins appear factors, perhaps acting 
separately conjointly, the writer’s opinion. How- 
ever, for the study many our problems wish 
make animal investigations. Several years ago the 
writer studied the effects adrenalin injections rab- 
bits and found arteriosclerosis. apparently prevented 
its development using coincidently potassium iodide. 
that time did not seriously differentiate the so- 
called spontaneous natural arteriosclerosis rabbits 
from the experimentally induced type. This differentia- 
tion has been well noted Nuzum the study his 
lesions. contrast with some the other investigators, 
Nuzum has been mindful well-balanced diets and has 
studied liberal number animals including controls. 
The coronary sclerosis his liver-fed animals good 
reproduction the human type, and was not found 
our experimental work. Furthermore, has produced 
pathology with evidences similar human cardiovascular 
and renal disease, viz., hypertension, acid urine, albu- 
minuria, cylindruria, decreased carbondioxide content 
the blood plasma and other signs retention, such 
increased blood urea nitrogen and nonprotein nitrogen. 
This indeed formidable array evidence. 


The writer considers that this most interesting and 
valuable experimental study and hopes that the work 
may continued. study the activity bacterial 
and food proteins separately and conjointly experi- 
mental vascular pathology quantitative results might 
prove value. 


Evans, M.D. (Loma Linda, California)— 
Some the questions about arterial hypertension, kidney 
damage, and arteriosclerosis are elucidated Doctor 
Nuzum’s study. presents much food for thought, but 
evident that much the problem still unsolved. 
His clear presentation the differences between the 
endarteritis apparently resulting from the abnormal diet 
and the spontaneous medial arterial changes rabbits 
convincing. 

His main contention that atherosclerosis directly re- 
lated the disturbance the acid-base equilibrium 
the body, particularly the acid side, seems consistent 
with the observations the animals used. What the 
real relationship between morphological kidney changes, 
arteriosclerosis and high blood pressure are, still ap- 
parently far from settled. Since his observations seem 
indicate that all three groups animals fed upon 
abnormally high protein rations there were seen high 
blood pressure and signs nephritic changes irrespec- 
tive whether the animal was overacid overalkaline, 
one might still justified suspecting that the high 
protein some way responsible for these effects. 

the acid-base equilibrium disturbance could ex- 
perimentally maintained without the use excessively 
high protein ration, the result might give information 
more conclusive nature the point stressed Nuzum. 

One cannot but feel that perhaps conclusions would 
more valuable animal such the rat, whose dietary 
apparently more nearly resembles that man, were used 
was done McCollium and his associates, well 
Risley and me, the effects high 
protein upon kidney structure and function. 


(Saint Francis Hospital, San Fran- 
cisco)—I believe that Doctor Nuzum has produced 
his experimental rabbits arteriosclerosis typical, grossly 
and microscopically, that seen man. This work also 
sets forth very clearly the differences between the spon- 
taneous type arteriosclerosis and the type artificially 
produced rabbits. There is, however, much work still 
necessary prove conclusively whether the changes 
present are the result disturbance the acid-base

equilibrium whether they are the result the action 
toxic substances produced somewhere the improper 
splitting and subsequent disposition the protein mole- 
cule after ingestion. This work would also tend prove 
that there some difference the changes occurring 
rabbits fed largely vegetable protein and those fed 
animal protein. The determination causes—of which 
there must many—of arteriosclerosis enormous 
problem, and Nuzum’s work presents important evidence 
the association acid-base disturbance with 
arteriosclerosis and high blood pressure.

230 histories patients applying the clinic 
for treatment basal and squamous-celled epithe- 
liomata between 1920 and 1926. have attempted 
demonstrate, principally means tables, some 
the instructive features revealed careful study 
these histories. many instances the records 
were not complete, and many more the patients 
were lost sight too early judge the final result 
treatment. have emphasized the differentia- 
tion between basal and squamous-celled growths 
account the relative benignity the first com- 
parison with the latter. Most the patients whose 
records were reviewed were first seen and were 
treated the dermatology clinic, though number 
were referred the surgical department. those 
treated the skin clinic the greater number re- 
ceived radium therapy, often conjunction with 
x-ray, curettage, cautery, dessication surgery. The 
number patients too small compare the vari- 
ous methods treating the different types lesions 
and have avoided making such comparisons. 


AGE INCIDENCE 


Table have indicated the incidence 
basal-celled and squamous-celled epitheliomata 
decades. will noted that about per cent 
the squamous-celled growths occur before the age 
40, while only about per cent the basal-celled 
growths occur during this period. the other 
hand, per cent the basal-celled new growths 
occurred after the 70th year; while only per cent 
the total number the squamous type occurred

SEX INCIDENCE 


Table indicates that the total basal and 
squamous-celled epitheliomata, and per cent, 
respectively, occur men. The seven three ratio 
the basal-celled cases keeping with the usual 
understanding. the twenty cases squamous- 
celled epitheliomata occurring the glabrous skin 
three only occurred women. the sixty-six lip 
epitheliomas three were women. the twenty- 
three tongue carcinomas one was woman, and 
the thirty-two mouth cancers, other than the 
tongue, none occurred women. 


INCIDENCE ACCORDING LOCATION 


The incidence basal and squamous-celled 
growths according the location the lesion 
indicated Table III. will seen that 
the other than the ear, the ratio basal 
squamous-celled lesions six and one-half one, 
while the ear the ratio reversed, being three 
and one-half squamous one basal. This ac- 
cordance with the usual statistics. One hundred per 
cent the growths the mucous membranes were 
squamous-celled this series. Included under epi- 
theliomata the skin are 
growths which originated the skin the lips 
and later spread the vermilion border, finally ex- 
tending the gum. the basal-celled epithelio- 
mata the face about per cent were the nose 
and cheek. Many these involved the naso-labial 
fold and extended all directions. the remain- 
der about ten occurred near the inner canthi 
the eyes, often extending the eyelids and the 
bridge the nose. 
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DURATION BEFORE APPLYING FOR TREATMENT 


Table graph the basal and squamous- 
celled epitheliomata according the limits and 
average duration time the lesions had existed 
the time the patient first visited the clinic. Compar- 
ing the two will noted that the basal-celled 
growths the extreme limits time are three months 
and eighteen years with average four years, 
and that the squamous-celled growths between 
three weeks and eight years with average thir- 
teen months. This indicates the type case our 
clinic receives for treatment and explains the rela- 
tively small number cures have obtained. 


RESULTS TREATMENT EPITHELIOMATA 
THE GLABROUS SKIN 


Table shows that all cases basal-celled 
epitheliomata, clinical cure has been obtained 
per cent. Closer analysis the histories shows 
that the cases basal-celled epitheliomata apply- 
ing for treatment during the first year, clinical 
cure was obtained 100 per cent. Those coming 
for treatment after duration five years those 
who had received previous ineffective treatment were 
about twice difficult cure. The squamous- 
celled lesions which apparently cured had his- 
tory less than two years’ duration. 

our tables “clinical means freedom from 
symptoms for least one year. means 
that the patient had not been under observation for 
sufficient length time permit correct esti- 
mate the effects treatment. 


RESULTS TREATMENT SQUAMOUS-CELLED 
EPITHELIOMATA LOWER LIP 


Table have classified the cases 
squamous-celled epitheliomata the lower lip into 
(1) those without demonstrable metastasis; (2) 
those with demonstrable metastasis; and (3) those 
regarded when first observed being hopeless and 
which received palliative treatment only. those 
without demonstrable metastasis practically one-half 
were clinically cured the time their last visit. 
The period over which they were observed after 
healing shown glancing the chart. Many 
them have not been seen months and some not 
years; therefore, their ultimate fate unknown. 
Nine out forty-seven, however, were well after 
the lapse year. Seven did not respond favorably 
treatment and presumably died cancer. 

Under “questionable cases” included four pa- 
tients various stages involvement referred 
surgery and two referred other hospitals. The

others were not under observation long enough 
permit any estimate results. the sixteen pa- 
tients with demonstrable metastases one shows 
four-year cure, five were worse under treatment, and 
ten did not return the clinic for observation. The 
chart shows that the squamous-celled epitheliomata 
the lip have poor prognosis after metastasis has 
occurred. 


RESULTS TREATMENTS EPITHELIOMATA 
THE MOUTH OTHER THAN THE TONGUE 


Table VII have classified the patients into 
(1) those whose tumors were clinically 
(2) those whom the local growth was either ex- 
tensive which there was demonstrable metas- 
tasis; and (3) the hopeless. the eight patients 
with relatively localized tumors two show two- 
year clinical cure and one four-year clinical cure. 
Many those listed under “extensive” were, 
fact, hopeless from the beginning, and clinical cure 
was obtained none. Three improved and nine 
grew worse while under treatment, but were lost 
from observation before final results could noted. 
The eight patients listed under “question” did not 
remain long enough under observation for complete 
treatment given. 

was not thought worthwhile chart epithe- 
liomata the tongue. Nearly all such patients were 
far advanced when first observed. Many are listed 
hopeless. large number them did not return 
after the first second treatment and were thus 
lost sight before the effects treatment were 
known. the twenty-three patients studied one 
shows five-year cure. The treatment was implan- 
tation bare tubes emanation the local 
growth, followed neck dissection. Nine grew 
worse under observation; nine did not remain under 
treatment long enough permit adequate ob- 
servation; and four were listed hopeless when 
first seen. 
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Summary—A study has been made 230 cases 
superficial epitheliomata. Separate analysis are 
made the basal and squamous-celled types and 
those the skin and the mucous membrane. 
Comparisons were based age, sex, location, dura- 
tion time and primary end-results treatment. 

Results—Skin cases: the 109 skin cases 
basal-celled epitheliomata show per cent cure, 
and squamous-celled epitheliomata show per 
cent one five-year cure. 

Mucous Membrane Cases—Sixty-six squamous- 
celled epitheliomata the lower lip show per 
cent one four-year cure; tongue cases show 
per cent five-year cure; and mouth cases show 
per cent two four-year cure. 


CONCLUSIONS 


The following conclusions are based the data 
obtained from the tables: 


(1) Squamous-celled epitheliomata the skin 
occur earlier age than basal. 

(2) Men are two and one-third times suscep- 
tible basal-celled epithelioma and nineteen times 
susceptible squamous-celled epithelioma are 
women. 

(3) There are more basal than squamous-celled 
epitheliomata the skin, excluding the ear. Most 
the epitheliomata the ear are squamous celled. 

(4) Squamous-celled epitheliomata grow more 
rapidly and are more resistant therapy than basal. 

(5) cure obtained larger propor- 
tion basal-celled epitheliomata than squamous. 

(6) Patients having received previous treatment 
respond less rapidly subsequent treatment than 
untreated ones. 

(7) The older lesion the more difficult 
effect cure, whatever the pathology. 

(8) successful result very difficult obtain 
epitheliomata involving the mucous membrane. 


DISCUSSION 


Howarp M.D. (C. Chapman Build- 
ing, Los Angeles) statistical paper that honest, 
especially when dealing with subject such superficial 
epitheliomata, real contribution present-day medi- 
cine and surgery.

many patients with ureteral stricture, 
ureteral kink and such obstructive causes 
pyuria are daily being treated the administration 
hexyl resorcinal 

How many patients with pyuria caused calcu- 
lus the kidney, ureter bladder are being treated 
the administration urotropine? 

How many patients with urine cloudy with pus, 
due tuberculosis the kidney, are being treated 
vaccine? 

The figures are not one knows them; 
but know that they are large and that the 
treatment above suggested hopeless. 

such hopeless treatment being carried out 
the large extent that have good reason suspect, 
then the fault lies largely with the members the 
California Medical Association, for not enough 
that may know the limitations and contraindica- 
tions the oral, subcutaneous and intravenous ad- 
‘ministration drugs, but upon urologists lies the 
duty presenting these facts repeatedly those 
members the profession not engaged restricted 
lines practice and who naturally look special- 
ists for leadership special lines. 

the physician whom the patient first goes 
the opinion that the urine can freed pus 
urinary antiseptics, because urologists have failed 
make clear the very exceptional conditions under 
which urinary antiseptics may value. 

the purpose this paper present some 
facts concerning sterilization the urinary tract 
those our confreres who are usually the first 
consulted the patients. 

infection the urinary tract—considered 
quite apart from infection the generative tract— 
problem have had with always, from 
earliest days empirical therapeutics, and 
through the present era relatively scientific medi- 
cine, there has been search for and hope find- 
ing some drug which will produce sterilization 
the urinary tract. 

We, urologists, know the difficulties inherent 
urinary tract sterilization, but these difficulties 
are not always appreciated physicians whom the 
patient first consults, and who may conclude quite 
reasonably from much that published that dyes 
for intravenous use, new drugs for oral administra- 
tion, some vaccine, will clear the patient’s 
pus and save him the inconvenience and expense 
urological investigation. Such conclusions are

fully lost time and added burden expense 
the patient. 

Drugs and therapeutic measures designed ster- 
ilize the urinary canal may classed as, (1) drugs 
administered orally, (2) drugs administered intra- 
venously, and (3) drugs administered instilla- 
tion into some portion the urinary tract directly 
—the kidney pelvis, the ureters, the bladder the 
urethra. 

will greatly simplify matters if, urologists, 
take position and maintain the positive 
statement that one these methods, nor all 
them combined, has far satisfied the ideal ac- 
complishing the desired result perfection. 
will have accomplished much good suc- 
ceed fixing the idea that sterilizing the urinary 
tract dependent upon much more than the choice 
any drug. there are two principal reasons 
why the above statement true, must lay par- 
ticular stress upon the following facts: (1) urinary 
tract infections, exclude the urethra, are sel- 
dom primary, but are more often than not the re- 
flection some distant focal infection; (2) the kid- 
neys, ureter and bladder often become infected 
bacterial bearing urine, which would pass harmlessly 
were not for mechanical obstructions causing 
stagnant urine somewhere along the tract. 
primary thought urologists that stagnant, 
residual urines, body temperature, are excellent 
culture media for many organisms, particularly the 
colon bacillus, whereas free flowing urine does not 
become easily contaminated, but commonly carries 
tremendous loads bacteria beyond the body with- 
out infecting the membranes over which the flow 
place. This even includes the tubercle ba- 
cillus. But stagnant urine, even when confined 
space larger than one the minor calyces 
the kidney becomes quickly satisfactory media for 
bacterial growth. Well known this statement, 
its truth not generally appreciated and given the 
practical consideration its importance demands. 


Also, seems well emphasize that obstruction 
and consequent damming back may take place any- 
where along the urinary tract, and from variety 
causes. Inflammatory swelling may the cause 
obstruction one patient, while, another, 
may stricture, kink, calculus neoplasm. The 
site may the kidney, ureter, the vesical neck 
the urethra. well, then, emphasize that 
wherever obstruction, even though only partial, ex- 
ists, will have stagnant urine, favorable culture 
medium and, result, possible infecting the 
membrane viscus above the obstruction. 


methods administering sterilizing agents, 
the oldest that drugs the mouth. Consid- 
ering only those modern times, have favor- 
ites quinin sulphate, salol, hexamethylenamin, acra- 
flavin, and the most recent, hexyl resorcinal. 

concede that hexyl resorcinal the best 
possible urinary antiseptic for oral administration, 
still leaves much desired, for not 
universal application, nor does Leonard, the origi- 
nator the product, make such claim for it, yet 
find quite common use for every type 
urinary infection every conceivable cause. The 
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merits the drug are: stable; bacteri- 
cidal high dilutions urine any reaction (this 
last claim recently modified Leonard) adminis- 
tered the mouth, nontoxic; nonirritating 
the urinary tract; and eliminated high 
percentage the urinary tract. But, and this the 
point which seems should frequently direct 
attention, Leonard specifically states that where 
there mechanical obstruction one may, under 
favorable circumstances, expect sterilize the urine 
with hexyl resorcinal. Conversely, neither hexyl 
resorcinal, nor any other drug may reasonably 
expected overcome the handicap mechanical ob- 
struction and sterilize the urine under such con- 
ditions. 


Henline, reviewing the results this new 
drug, the Journal Urology, states: rigid 
physical examination eliminate focal infection 
necessary, well complete cystoscopic study.” 
not reasonable use hexyl resorcinal empiri- 
cally, merely because there pus the urine, nor 
should one under such circumstances feel disappoint- 
ment that results are unsatisfactory. thera- 
peutic agents administered subcutaneously intra- 
venously, have outstanding examples, vaccines, 
and chemicals. the latter, the only one which

vaccines, may said that they have had 
their trial. Unfortunately, they are still more 
largely used than circumstances justify, that 
say, without investigation the cause urinary 
infection. suitable cases, they have occasionally 
been successful—but certainly case where in- 
fection due aggravated mechanical ob- 
struction. 


Mercurochrome, evolved the Brady clinic, has 
undoubted place urinary antiseptic. are 
beginning pretty well appreciate the value this 
drug, for both topical application and intravenous 
use, but the appraisal place upon this agent 
rather often misapprehended physicians whose 
work less restricted. Young, certainly, might 
expected claim for the drug all that can hoped 
for from it, and, though reports results accom- 
plished with others which has not himself 
duplicated, his own investigations limits him- 
self very careful statements. recent article 
his own words are: “There are number cases 
treated the Brady Institute which intravenous 
use mercurochrome failed effect sterilization.” 
This tends confirm the assertion that treatment 
must based recognition the cause the 
infection, and directed toward removal obstruct- 
ing 

drugs administered instillation: The 
ones which have survived the severe trials time 
are but three—nitrate silver, silver colloids and 
mercurochrome. 

With regard the practical results sterilizing 
the urinary tract introducing these agents, each 
probably equally serviceable, and each has its 
indications, though not one them, through its 
action germicide alone, sufficient subdue 
infection. Realizing the fact that, introduce 
these drugs necessary pass instrument into 
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the bladder, the ureter, the kidney pelvis, will 
appreciated that these procedures one has 
least temporarily overcome mechanical obstruction 
and thereby measurably encouraged the escape 
stagnant urine. The fact that the same time 
one introduces sterilizing agent undoubtedly 
some importance. But the point the matter, 
see it, and which think should more gen- 
erally broadcast, that results are favorable not 
much proportion the particular drug one em- 
ploys, the success with which obstruction 
overcome. recent article Davis, long associ- 
ated with Young the Brady Institute, thus sum- 
marizes the matter: After careful thought, 
makes the statement: “At the present time there 
known drug which may given the mouth 
and which may depended upon prevent the 
growth and development bacteria within the uri- 
nary tract.” And adds: “Promiscuous medication 
with so-called urinary antiseptics without painstak- 
ing investigation eliminate mechanical systemic 
causes infection distinctly contraindicated.” 

May not feel that upon urologists rests 
obligation keep continually before those whose 
treatment urinary infections only occasional the 
following facts: 

always importance search for the cause 
the infection, and that empirical drug administra- 
tion cannot relied upon accomplish results 
which necessarily depend upon careful investigation 
and accurate diagnosis. 

That always necessary overcome urinary 
obstructions, whether the urethra, the bladder 
neck, the ureter, the kidney satis- 
factory results from germicides may expected. 

Whereas have new drugs both for oral and 
intravenous administration, and these drugs repre- 
sent undoubted progress and valu- 
able therapeutic agents which make sterilization 
the urinary tract less difficult than has been the 
past, even now such urinary sterilization not 
easy and simple procedure. 


DISCUSSION 


Wesson, M.D. (1275 Flood Building, San 
Francisco)—This exceedingly sane and constructive 
paper that while the therapeutic merits drugs are 
endorsed assailed, the reader’s attention focused upon 
the fact that indiscriminate drugging without definite 
diagnosis not only unscientific but inexcusable. 

Dysuria and the presence pus and organisms the 
urine are not sufficient warrant the indiscriminate use 
the latest urinary antiseptics recommended 
powered drug salesmen newspaper propaganda. 
diagnosis should made before any therapy instituted 
and the attending physician not equipped make the 
diagnosis should call competent urologist. 
bacilluria may transitory. Frequently, there 
active focus infection the body, more commonly 
constipation, due statis the colon with the resultant 
overloading, myriads organisms are excreted through 
the kidneys. This process harmless the germs pass 
onward, but the reverse true when there mechanical 
obstruction somewhere the urinary tract, which permits 
incubator for organisms. 

Whenever housewife finds obstruction the kitchen 
sink she immediately calls plumber destroy the 
stricture and provide free drainage before serious trouble 
results. Not even the most ignorant layman would experi- 
mentally pour drugs cents capsule four times 
day for three months down drain pipe relieve 
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obstruction unknown nature before consulting 
hydraulic expert. 

Pediatricians still “salt out” bacteria pyelitis the 
weekly use sodium bicarbonate, alternating with 
urotropin and sodium acid phosphate. The procedure 
generally satisfactory, but unfortunately, renal malforma- 
tions with resultant pyonephrosis are relatively common 
children adults. the past women were often 
“pronounced delicate” and such cases “colds the 
were common complaint. Even today buchu 
urotropin (in valueless grains every four-hour doses) 
are prescribed for cystitis without even examination 
determine whether the burning due cancer 
the bladder, tuberculosis the kidney, highly con- 
centrated acid urine. 

Urinary antiseptics are inestimable value and those 
who have introduced the various ones proven merit 
have uniformly been very conservative their statements 
the therapeutic possibilities. However, all such drugs 
are danger being relegated oblivion the absurd 
claims the over-enthusiastic pseudo-scientists who for- 
get that stream can purified unless there free 
drainage. just unreasonable attempt the cure 
pyelitis kidney lavage the presence median bar 
bladder, secondary renal infection, the injections 
Gomenol Rivenol. Doctors Reinle and DePuy have 
very forcibly emphasized the fact that diagnosis must 
made, the focus infection removed, free drainage 
provided and that not until then are urinary antiseptics 
order. 


M.D. (1024 Story Building, Los 
Angeles)—Experience has proved that always timely 
emphasize fundamental facts. pleasant for the 
human animal speculate and gamble, other words, 
empirical and “try something” rather than 
diagnose the cause the infection and cure the patient 
removing the cause. Humans love the occult and mysteri- 
ous. Even we, physicians find necessary have 
continually impressed upon the necessity keeping 
close rational fundamentalism lest get out the 
habit thinking logically—to approach the method 
the charlatan, cultist, faddist, who must something 
for, rather his patient, the strength guess 
diagnosis, either because diagnosis beyond his ken 
because does not thrill his experimental, therapeutic 
form mind, that finally, the patient, his money gone, 
wonders what has all been about and falls upon the 
idea that perhaps needs specialist least diagnose 
his case and perhaps, against the inclination his own 
speculative and experimental form mind, but out 
economic necessity, seeks services some state charitable 
institution where there staff first-class specialists 
available. 

How superfluous sound the admonitions: (1) Thou shalt 
not massage the prostate for tuberculosis the kidney; 
(2) Thou shalt not massage the prostate for papilloma 
the bladder; (3) Thou shalt not massage the prostate for 
prostatitis when the prostatitis due metastasis from 
peridental abscess, tonsillitis other focal infection. 

Cases like the above have been met with recently. 
The papilloma case had been massaged general prac- 
titioner for six months. unusually severe bleeding 
finally scared the patient into consulting specialist. The 
tuberculosis the kidney case had been massaged for three 
months very good but too busy urologist. 
meeting with many cases pus the urine which the 
pus traced the kidney prostate, both, and 
which cases the primary focus found around the teeth. 
regard abscessed teeth the principal cause 
kidney stone. 

Doctor Wesson has the that colon 
bacillus plays keeping some kidney infections. About 
ten years ago the California Medical Association meet- 
ing Coronado, Doctor Stewart, believe, read paper 
kidney infection. Dr. Charles Lockwood, discussing 
the paper, stated that had been successful relieving 
curing his patients, but that remissions occurred 
certain percentage. followed Lockwood the discussion 
and called attention the good results that are frequently 
obtained controlling constipation with castor oil and 
other intestinal eliminative measures, cause elimination 
the germs before they migrate through the eighth 
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inch that separates them from the kidney. the pres- 
ent time would amplify this suggesting not merely 
removal the focus the intestine, but also that the 
teeth, tonsils, etc. cystoscopy would include more x-rays 
the teeth and fewer pyelograms our diagnoses would 
finer. 

Urotropin! name?” Not much, but enough 
cause the laity and some the physicians prescribe 
for any and every ailment the urinary tract, even 
though large percentage the patients are uncomfort- 
ably and harmfully irritated (kidneys and bladder) 
hour two after each dose. Urotropin is, however, 
effective many case chronic subacute kidney 
infection caused the colon bacillus. 

Papers such this, simply and tersely written, are 
truly educational profession and laity alike. feel that 
would all write the simple and effective style 
that DePuy and Reinle have done, and the papers were 
made accessible the public, much good would redound 
doctors and patients. 


M.D. (999 Sutter Street, San 
Francisco)—The authors have again made plea for 
accuracy diagnosis, perhaps the most essential thing 
current day medical progress. The refinements which have 
been introduced the manufacture drugs recent 
years have reduced large measure their unfavorable 
actions and increased their therapeutic ones. This has 
had tendency encourage their exhibition times 
effort see “what they will do.” 

General practitioners are not scolded for making 
these therapeutic tests. not long since, the 
absences more exact means, that this was approved 
form treatment. However, when one considers the 
changes which take place drugs administered mouth, 
passed through the digestive tract and eliminated via the 
blood through the kidneys, those carried through the 
blood stream the kidney, those carried directly into 
the kidney and coming contact with diluting urine, 
must realize that the action there quite different from 
that the laboratory, nor are all clinical applications 
identical. Even with the refinements the newer drugs 
the possibility injurious effects considered. 
not always possible destroy infection without some 
injury the host; therefore, the importance maintain- 
ing that accuracy diagnosis far exceeds any other 
consideration. 

incumbent upon urologists then, the authors 
suggest, bring the notice the general practitioner 
the most recent and modern means diagnosis that 
applications can made directly possible and 
involved regions, thereby effecting economy time, 
cost, and suffering. There part the body which 
mechanics plays more important part than the 
urological tract.

tonsil, bone infections and down the line through 
most the organs and tissues the body, the doctor 
charge relies first the patient’s resistance and second 
drainage, whether natural means through surgical 
procedure—this drainage often entailing the amputation 
the organ, appendectomy tonsillectomy. 

About the only exception this rule the employment 
sprays pharyngo-laryngolists which after all, are 
used not because they are germicidal but because the 
anesthetic and soothing effects brought about principally 
through their action the caliber blood vessels.

see these transient reactions. 

erythema five mm. diameter forty-eight 
hours was taken the minimum positive tuberculin 
reaction. those patients with positive reactions 
history was taken, physical 
formed and roentgenological examination made 
the chest. attempt was made also obtain body 
temperature four-hour intervals over period 
five days. This was found impractical, were 
sputum examinations, except patients who later 
entered the hospital. 

the five hundred children tested 126, 25.2 
per cent, reacted positively and 374, 74.8 per 
cent, negatively.

Attention was concentrated the tuberculin 
reaction. nearly every instance induration was 
present with considerably larger area erythema 
peripheral it.

the remaining patients 27, about 21.5 per cent, 
had complaints which might considered sugges- 
tive tuberculous infection. Chronic cough, 
failure gain weight, marked underweight, night 
sweats and hoarseness were among these. 
eight patients (about per cent) had complaints 
not suggestive tuberculosis. 

Since both measles and pertussis have been said 
predispose tuberculosis infection obtained, 
where possible, the history regard these infec- 
tions: per cent had history pertussis, per 
cent negative and per cent the history was 
unobtainable.

The lung fields were divided into thirds 
lines concentric the outline the The 
inner field was called the first; the intermediate 
the second and the peripheral one the third. 


121 patients whom roentgenograms were 
taken, six, about per cent, showed bronchial 
markings extending only within the limit the 
first field; 94, over per cent, extended into 
the second zone and 21, about per cent, ran 
into the third. 

The amount calcification was graded count- 
ing the actual number apparently calcified areas 
the lung fields. The findings were placed 
three groups. Those having three less these 
areas were graded one plus; those having more than 
three and less than twelve, two plus; and those hav- 
ing more than twelve, three plus. the 121 
children, three showed discernible calcification 
23, per cent, were placed the first group; 76, 
about per cent, the second group and 19, 
15.7 per cent, the third group. 

searched every roentgenogram for pri- 
mary parenchymatous lung focus such 
demonstrated present nearly every child 
with tuberculosis. All areas calcification outside 
the hilus region were accepted primary foci 
except old calcified cavities which were almost cer- 
tainly tuberculous. Doubtful areas were 
cluded. per cent our chil- 
dren, showed one more lesions such have 
mentioned and 34, per cent, were negative. 
Only two had cavities and one these the cavity 
was almost certainly healed. 

the basis all the data hand, namely, the 
history, physical examination and roentgenogram, 
attempted classify patients either active, sus- 
picious healed. This was done without reference 
the tuberculin test. child was found who 
could considered absolutely negative: six, per 
cent, were placed the active group; 24, per 
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cent, the suspicious group and concluded that 
91, per cent, had healed lesions. 

will noted that all the patients with 
positive tuberculin reactions showed other evidence 
tuberculous infection. The 42.6 per cent be- 
tween and years who reacted positively might 
therefore indicate the incidence tuberculous in- 
fection residential area this significant 
age period.

emphasize the relative importance certain roent- 
genological findings diagnosis. 

While only 13.2 per cent our patients with 
healed lesions showed increased bronchial markings 
extending into the third zone, per cent those 
with suspected tuberculosis, and per cent the 
active ones, reached this area. 

The amount calcification was not, however, 
helpful. Sixteen and three-tenths per cent those 
children with healed lesions showed the same marked 
degree calcification that noted similar pro- 
portion those with suspected and unquestion- 
ably active tuberculosis.

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DISCUSSION 


Faser, (Stanford University Hospital, 
San the policy the San Francisco 
Tuberculosis Association, under whose auspices the pres- 
ent study has been carried out, concentrate its forces 
the problem tuberculosis childhood. The reasons for 
this policy need explanation the medical profession. 
Essential the prevention and control the disease 
any community survey the local field estimate 
how heavily infected. obtain this knowledge 
should able study series representative cross- 
sections the community, examining large number 
unselected individuals, sick and well. While these condi- 
tions are not ideally attainable, have our children’s 
clinics fair approximation them, dealing they 
largely with patients coming for minor complaints and 
increasing numbers with none. The study the incidence 
the tuberculin reaction here presented, which part 
general survey conjunction with the University 
California children’s clinic, therefore supplies with the 
basis for estimate the magnitude the tuberculosis 
problem among the children San Francisco. Such 
studies are invaluable and should carried out every 
large city sort stock-taking. 


worth pointing out the general practitioner that, 
although little more difficult, the intracutaneous 
method testing far more reliable than the Pirquet 
scratch test. used the authors the present paper, 
the test gives about per cent positives infected 
children against per cent for the scratch method. 
This has been shown clearly Happ and Casparis. 


FANNING M.D. (384 Post Street, San 
Francisco)—In analysis over three thousand Von 
Pirquet reactions performed the University California 
Hospital outpatient department, the group being un- 
selected children, our percentage positive reactions was 
higher spite the fact that, unquestionably, the intra- 
dermal reaction more sensitive. the other hand, for 
the age groups, the curve our series followed very 
closely that Seitz and Dickey. 

The point brought out our investigation, and great 
interest me, was that relation the incidence 
measles and whooping cough forerunner tuber- 
culous infection, our figures were practically identical 
with the two diseases both the positive and the negative 
reactors, namely, per cent. This, course, does not 
mean that these two diseases not have great influence 
the course the disease, should tuberculosis infection 
acquired. also does mean that one should not 
unduly alarmed, given child showing, for instance, 
tracheo-bronchial adenopathy and such 
that the process tuberculous without other confirmatory 
evidence. 

Statistical papers such this one, based carefully 
controlled and scrupulously honest studies, are immense 
value determining the incidence and helping 
control the prevalence many diseases. 


M.D. (490 Post Street, San 
Francisco)—The excellent work done Seitz and Dickey 
Stanford Clinic and certain conclusions reached, justi- 
fies the fostering this experiment the San Francisco 
Tuberculosis Association. are interested primarily 
ascertaining, (1) whether the contact young children 
with tuberculous relatives induces active tuberculosis, and 
(2) whether through routine painstaking examination 
active tuberculosis can discovered early childhood. 
The authors have stated that per cent their 
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children there was exposure tuberculosis, and only 
8.5 per cent their 126 “positive came because 
exposure tabcrculosis home. These figures are 
variance with accepted belief and continued may change 
our present point view that contact with infected 
surroundings leading etiological factor the causa- 
tion tuberculosis young children. 

The point which principally impresses this paper 
that the authors use the cutancous tuberculin test merely 
indicator, not positive diagnostic sign, drawing 
conclusions only complete clinical and x-ray exami- 
nation. does not believe that children between 
three and five years age with positive skin reactions 
are doomed necessarily active The authors 
themselves have shown that the smallest per cent posi- 
tive reaction (6.4 per cent) occurs under age four. 
this age, before, should like detect the incidence 
tuberculosis, not later ages after has become active. 
The largest percentage positive reactions the patients 
Seitz and Dickey was twelve and fourteen 
years. Were not many these patients with healed 
lesions and what percentage? The authors have 
rightly shown the valuelessness the once-accepted 
D’Espine sign, with which view most clinicians agree, and 
stress their x-ray findings. Armand-Delille the Herold 
Hospital, Paris, uses the x-ray routinely infants under 
one year age and places great diagnostic importance 
his roentgenological findings. 

The present authors have made interesting classifica- 
tion with their three groups x-ray findings, based upon 
involvement lung parenchyma. Perhaps greater study 
and investigation along this line may help diagnose 
tuberculosis the young infant. who treat prin- 
cipally adult tuberculosis realize that the disease can only 
eradicated detecting and controlling infancy. 
The work just presented should continued because 
not only scientific interest, but benefit the com- 
munity large. 


(closing)—As noted Voorsanger, the larg- 
est percentage positive reactors was the twelve- 
fourteen-year group, and most these gave evidence 
healed lesions. All the children with active tuber- 
culosis were younger than this.

Simple Classification Goiter—J. Earl Else, Port- 
land, Oregon (Journal A.), presents pathologic 
and clinical classification goiter, the latter being 
amplification the former. Else holds that the term 
goiter should limited those pathologic processes that 
directly result from iodin deficiency. There are two 
main divisions his classification: colloid and hyper- 
plastic. The second group divided into the cellular and 
the acinar. The cellular divided into the nontoxic and 
the toxic; the latter into adenoma, adenomatosis dif- 
fuse adenomatous and compensatory hyperplasia. Each 
these groups further subdivided into the nontoxic and 
toxic. The clinical classification based the presence 
absence the symptoms and signs hyperthyroidism. 
there evidence hyperthyroidism, the process 
spoken simple nontoxic; but there evidence 
hyperthyroidism, then referred toxic. The 
acinar type always begins simple nontoxic and then 
later often becomes toxic. True colloid goiter never 
toxic, but sometimes there hypofunction due altera- 
tion cell shape lowering its activity addition the 
primary iodin deficiency. This classification meets the 
requirements being simple, including all primary patho- 
logic processes, covering all the clinical types, being de- 
scriptive each, and not adding single new term 
already overcrowded literature. 


Sulpharsphenamin Treatment Warts—In the 
treatment plane warts the face, Richard Sutton, 
Kansas City, Missouri (Journal A.), secured very 
satisfactory results from the intramuscular injection 
sulpharsphenamin. The average dose has been 0.4 gm., 
and only sulpharsphenamin has been employed. The drug 
dissolved minimal amount sterile water, and 
injected directly into the gluteal muscles. each instance 
only one injection was required. 
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DISCUSSION THEIR INCREASING PREVALENCE 
DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT 


TUMORS occur more frequently than 


commonly supposed. Recent statistics reveal 
considerably larger number primary can- 
cers—an increase part due greater diagnostic 
acumen, but part actual. cause, evidence 
points most strongly the influenza epidemic. 


The symptoms tumor and tuberculosis are 
almost identical, but the age periods are usually dif- 
ferent. However, carcinoma tends appear earlier 
life than formerly. Yet symptoms first appear 
after 40, cancer should kept mind. Pain, often 
prominent, tends occur early, persist recur 
and progress. Often worse night, may seem 
deep the chest. Pain persisting after effusion 
forms especially suggestive. Pain may referred 
the epigastrium; shoulder and arm pains may 
occur with sympathetic phenomena and simulate 
cord meningeal lesion. Pronounced throat symp- 
toms may occur just pulmonary tuberculosis 
without laryngeal signs. Dyspnea disproportionate 
the general condition, cyanosis, and venous ob- 
struction are particular import. Sanguinous pleu- 
ral effusion occurs both tuberculosis and cancer. 
fluid which becomes bloody only after repeated 
tapping, which gives but temporary relief, said 
have special diagnostic value. tuberculosis 
claimed the fluid more often bloody first 
tapping and subsequently clear, and tapping usually 
relieves. Currant-jelly prune-juice sputum 
said favor cancer. Rarely, tumor particles are 
expectorated, and certain polymorphous sputum cells 
are held pathognomonic. normal pulse with fever 
said suggest cancer. Weight loss and cachexia 


develop later lung cancer than other malig- 
nancies. 


Many now believe the local irritation from tuber- 


culosis may give rise cancer; and the two diseases 
not rarely coexist. 


Physical signs are often negative and usually in- 
definite, which itself suspicious. Over the 
tumor, flatness tends develop, and accompanied 
weak absent breath sounds without rales, this 
against tuberculosis, but may cause confusion with 
fluid abscess. neoplasm tends push the heart 
and trachea the opposite side, while scar shrinkage 
from tuberculosis draws these organs toward the 
affected side. 


Special methods include the use the broncho- 
scope and endoscope, which skilled hands may 
yield valuable data.

Ordinarily new 
growth produces roughly circular shadow, which 
may originate either the parenchyma hilum, 
may may not circumscribed, and may 
accompanied smaller metastatic shadows. Mul- 
tiple tumors usually cast larger shadows than tuber- 
culosis, and the surrounding lung clearer. Second- 
ary carcinosis shadows are likely most thickly 
set the base. The growth may show only 
haziness and x-ray evidence may even entirely 
lacking, though rare have negative 
when symptoms are present. effusion found, 
should aspirated and x-ray study made once. 
diagnostic pneumothorax may prove helpful. 
doubtful cases mediastinal shadow the esophagus 
may filled with barium for screen study. Mis- 
leading conditions include intrathoracic thyroid, en- 
larged thymus, actinomycosis, nocardiosis, hydatid 
disease, encysted empyema, abscess, cold abscess, un- 
resolved caseous pneumonia, lung syphilis and 
aneurism. Benign lung tumors are rare, the 
differentiation mainly between carcinoma, sar- 
coma, lymphosarcoma, endothelioma, and Hodgkin’s 
disease. 

few cases successful surgical removal lung 
tumors have been reported. Roentgen therapy has 
prolonged life for years lymphosarcoma and 
Hodgkin’s disease, even bringing apparent cure, and 
cancer has produced few favorable results. 
With deep therapy now wider use, the outlook 
brighter. Radium externally 
cally applied, was successful one case. Among 
general remedies, selenium and copper have been 
used abroad with some success. promising method 
the intravenous use lead, but this preparation 
not yet obtainable for general use. For cancer, 
colloidal gold, and for sarcoma, Coley’s fluid, merit 
trial, and thyroid therapy and iodides should not 
disregarded. Potash, 180 grains day, 
also worthy use. Many are accepting the view 
that there some general predisposing factor, and 
cancer rare among peoples who use meat. 
meatless nonstimulating diet moderate quantity 
only should advised, and intestinal 
vented. 

Four cases, one primary carcinoma, one primary 
sarcoma with tuberculosis, one unidentified tumor 
which disappeared under thyroid therapy, and one 
probable primary carcinoma engrafted tubercu- 
losis and associated with syphilis, are cited. 

The outlook longer hopeless, and with con- 
centrated efforts seems that future years 
not inconsiderable number these patients will 
saved. 


Enormous Calculus Pyonephrosis—The case reported 
Montague Boyd, Atlanta, Ga. (Journal A.), 
illustrates how painless enormous enlargement the 
kidney with very large calculi may and the difficulty 
encountered operation such condition. this par- 
ticular case intracapsular enucleation the kidney 
was done. The entire mass measured about 
cm.; the decapsulated kidney, about cm. 
was lobulated, fairly firm, and uniformly enlarged. 
weighed 196 gm. The stone paste weighed much more 
than that. Microscopic examination showed mass 
connective tissues with acute inflammatory processes and 
only occasional glomerulus. The diagnosis was pyelo- 
nephritis, chronic and acute, and renal calculus.

SUPRARENAL HEMORRHAGE 


REPORT CASE NEW-BORN CLINICALLY 
RESEMBLING INTRACRANIAL HEMORRHAGE 


(From the Division Pediatrics, Stanford University 
Medical School, San Francisco, California.) 


The occurrence hemorrhage the suprarenal gland 
the new-born was first described Mattei! 1868, 
when noted statistical report autopsy findings 
fetuses and new-borns. Bilateral hemorrhage more 
common than unilateral, but when the latter occurs the 
right kidney more often involved than the left. 
more common girls than boys. 


Hamill? (1901) gives very detailed review the 
literature and case reports from the literature and his 
own observation. Corcoran and Straus* (1924) also re- 
view the literature and note that about 100 cases have 
been reported. They add case their own which 
the diagnosis suprarenal hemorrhage was made 
five-day-old infant. Operation was performed, the hema- 
toma removed and bleeding point the suprarenal 
gland ligated. Complete recovery ensued. 

The etiology obscure and most likely not the same 
all cases. Those hemorrhages occurring stillborns 
very soon after birth are considered 
(1923) being due asphyxia. Corcoran and Strauss 
also believe that new-borns trauma and asphyxia play 
the most important the suprarenals being very 
friable tissue and rich blood vessels. 

Some cases appear associated with sepsis, the 
blood culture having been found positive. Other 
causes that have been suggested are syphilis, hemophilia, 
throinbosis the suprarenal veins, and compression 
the vena cava the liver. 

Langlois and (1893) produced engorgement 
the suprarenal rabbits injecting pyocyaneus, 
Roux and Yersin® (1899) got the same result with 
diphtheriae. 

Many the cases are associated with purpura, espe- 
cially older infants and young children. The possi- 
bility the purpura bearing the same relation the 
suprarenal hemorrhage that pigmentation the skin 
bears the diseased suprarenal Addison’s disease has 
long been considered. 

The symptoms are variable, but for the most part re- 
semble those internal hemorrhage. There rapid 
breathing, air hunger, restlessness, refusal 
nurse, vomiting, fever, frequent convulsions, times 
increasing anemia noticeable. few infants 
whom the hemorrhage very extensive the mass has been 
palpated. The colon may compressed with symptoms 
intestinal obstruction. male infants swelling the 
scrotum has been noted from pressure the left sper- 
matic vein hemorrhage the left suprarenal. prac- 
tically all the cases reported sudden onset previously 
normally behaving infants children the rule.

April 30, m., began having generalized 
convulsions lasting minute and occurring every 
minutes. there was moderate cyanosis, breath- 
ing shallow and irregular, frequent convulsive twitch- 
ings arms, hands, and legs. The fontanelle was 
rounded out but not tense. The possibility intracranial 
hemorrhage was thought and lumbar puncture done. 
Clear fluid under increase pressure was obtained; 
showed 140 red blood cells per cu. mm., mostly old. 
Respirations continued slow, irregular, 
There were frequent severe attacks cyanosis, slightly 
relieved oxygen. the baby was constantly 
limp and the pulse was 70-80 per minute, and irregular. 
Death occurred 11:20 (Age hours.)

necropsy was done ten hours after death Doctor 
William There was evidence subdural 
intracranial hemorrhage, the meninges and brain were 
congested. Icterus neonatorum was present. There was 
small amount sticky, bloody fluid the base the 
right pleural cavity. The right adrenal gland was almost 
totally destroyed large hemorrhage; the hemorrhagic 
mass measured 3x2x1 cm. The right kidney and left 
adrenal and kidney were normal. There were other 
significant findings.

male patient tuberculous sanitarium was re- 
ferred suffering from giant urticaria. 

The history elicited the fact that three months previ- 
ously spiced chopped fish was served with other foods. 
Most all persons who had partaken this fish became 
more less decidedly ill. The medical director and as- 
sistants did not eat any and they were not attacked. 

The patient was first referred dermatologist, who 
tried every means known him control the attacks. 
The patient during these three months was also sent 
and examined the and throat specialist. The 
patient came with improvement and with the 
decision that the tonsils should come out, they may 
factor the constancy the attacks. The patient 
never before suffered with the attacks urticaria and 
was not seemingly ill with his pulmonary tubercu- 
losis. was rated good case, just past the incipient 
stage—not apparently quiescent—practically cough 
expectoration. Going over him quite thoroughly, even 


x-rays and general laboratory work, nothing espe- 
cial note was encountered except some intestinal non- 
pathological parasites (Brem-Zeiler). was vigorously 
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treated for this with apparent good results. Absti- 
nence from food and with very little water for two days 
would prevent the occurrence attacks. These attacks 
would occur chiefly after midnight and would wane after 
times the urticarial lesions would persist 
until noon. Any and every food would cause attacks. 
was protein tested for all and every food, dust, hair 
pollens, etc., some 180 more number both spe- 
cial physician protein sensitization and the Los 
Angeles General Hospital—all negative. the ton- 
sils did not seem seriously diseased, and believe bac- 
terial protein was also used the test and found nega- 
tive. After all the different tests and varied medication, 
diet, and hygienic measures were advanced and carried 
out, progress was made. was proposed try 
cool climate, and the event failure then last 
resort have complete tonsillectomy performed. The 
patient left presumably for San Francisco Portland, 
but turned Denver late October November. 
was gone over very carefully and thoroughly again 
and the decision was not tonsillectomy, but 
autohemic therapy. This likewise proved futile. All 
the while the patient did not lose much weight nor did 
his pulmonary tuberculosis progress nor did feel very 
ill except only the irregular time outbreaks the 
giant urticaria. After definite autohemic failure, noth- 
ing else left experiment with and with the former sug- 
gestions last resort tonsillectomy, the patient asked 
and fairly insisted trying out the operation. 


Letter received from him four weeks after the opera- 
tion stated: feel per cent better and hope the other 
per cent will follow soon.” Four months later another 
letter received which the information was advanced 
that the other per cent had been accomplished. Eight 
months later again interviewed the patient and ex- 
plicitly stated that not single attack urticaria has 
appeared since the day the tonsillectomy—eighteen 
twenty months—in spite the fact his numerous at- 
tempts bring attack eating allspice, onions, 
horseradish, pickles, fish, condiments, and any and all 
irritating foods.

THE RELIABLE AND DEPENDABLE REMEDIES 
THE TREATMENT THE LATER 
MANIFESTATIONS SYPHILIS 
AND THE METHOD THEIR 
EMPLOYMENT 


The Editor—The outstanding message one gets from 
careful reading this valuable discussion the treat- 
ment the late manifestations syphilis is, that treat- 
ment the patient rather than the disease should 
prime consideration, even more possible than 
other diseases. 


There are otherwise healthy patients with tertiary 
syphilis; the disease these stages found only per- 
sons already coincidently more less crippled with 
the same sort failings that exist all but universally 
nonsyphilitics comparable ages. these, course, 
must added the degenerations and other consequences 
the long drawn-out battle between parasite and host. 
These battle scars are not disease, but results, usually 
irremedial ones. 


Syphilographers have emphasized the important fact 
that, could instantly destroy all the parasites 
most late syphilitics, would still have incurable 
patient. possible, sure, arrest the disease, 
and possible often help the patient improved 
degree health, but much such improvement 
brought about broadening management include far 
more than antisyphilitic medication. encouraging 
see this point emphasized the discussants. 

encouraging also note the plea for essential 
individualization syphilitic patients, individualiza- 
tion arrived careful, frequent, complete examina- 
tions and the careful adjustment the drugs and dosages 
the powerful, poisonous, parisiticidal remedies the 
needs and varied tolerance the wide varieties 
patients. 


The wide interest syphilis indicated these dis- 
cussions. received more letters about the discussion 
the treatment early syphilis this department than 
any other the subjects dealt with “Bedside Medicine 


for Bedside Doctors.” Several requests for this present 


discussion the treatment the later manifestations 
have been received. 


Henry Mehrtens *—Of the later manifesta- 
tions syphilis, neurosyphilis occupies important 
place. Its treatment includes the same remedies 
found effective the earlier lesions. These are used 
slightly different way, because neurosyphilis 
the spirochete much less accessible spirocheto- 
cydal agent. The necessity protracted treatment 
frequently necessitates the utilization each rem- 
edy turn that the organisms may not acquire 
partial tolerance any one drug. 

Intensive intravenous and intramuscular medica- 
tions produce satisfactory clinical results well 
clearing spinal fluid over per cent

all patients. Arsphenamine given weekly doses 
twelve weeks seems produce more 
satisfactory result than neoarsphenamine, although 
for office simplicity administration 
strong recommendation for the latter drug. Sulph- 
arsphenamine, because its slightly increased ability 
penetrate the meninges has been recommended 
particularly effective neurosyphilis. would 
seem that addition has the power attack or- 
ganisms which have proved resistant long-con- 
tinued arsphenamine injections. Not the least its 
virtues the fact that can utilized intramus- 


cularly when veins have been damaged other 
treatment. 


Mercury, whether used rub, intravenously 
intramuscularly, must always have place our 
scheme therapy. neurosyphilis the intramus- 
cular injections, because their slower absorption, 
are ordinarily more effective, although rubs, when 
skillfully and conscientiously given, are effective 
any form treatment. 


Bismuth exceedingly popular remedy the 
present time; while doubtful will ever replace 
mercury, still may prove worthy companion. 
Frequently alternating weekly intramuscular injec- 
tions bismuth and mercury, six weeks each, 
will clear fluid resistent arsphenamine and 
mercury doses. The iodides can advantageously 
administered moderate doses during rest periods. 

Triparsamid, the newest addition our arma- 
mentarum, finds its greatest use paresis. has 
the greatest permeability all arsenic compounds. 
Given intravenously gram doses each week, 
for eight injections, then resting three weeks, 
frequently gives remarkable improvement mental 
symptoms. However, alone does not readily clear 
the spinal fluid, and should combined with 
intramuscular injections mercury bismuth. 
Unfortunately the possibility amblyopia must not 
overlooked, even when the eyes have shown 
previous involvement. Therefore this drug should 
used after the other safer agents have been tried. 

Intraspinous therapy only indicated patients 
resistant the above measures. They should 
executed only one, both familiar with the tech- 
nique and with access proper laboratory facili- 
ties. Malarial treatment still the experimental 
stage. Apart from the specific remedies, there 
growing feeling that nonspecific reactions brought 
out the intramuscular injections milk, vaccines, 
etc., tend stimulate bodily resistance. 

Finally, matter what combination remedial 
agents seems best for the individual patient, the 
building resistance most important factor 
treatment. Unless this accomplished, drug 
therapy will entirely succeed. Along these lines 
proper rest periods, observation the urine, the 
weight, diet, exercise, exposure sunlight, removal 
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focal infection, and even mental hygiene, will all 
count heavily the end result. 


The hoped that other discussants 
will extend the scope the discussion include 
manifestations other than those the nervous sys- 
tem. Every bedside doctor encounters and treats 
patients for the later manifestations syphilis. 
What treatment being used and how interest 
all doctors. 


John Frank believe that the large clinics 
and hospitals should use the newer drugs which are 
yet the experimental stage, such drugs tri- 
parsamid, malarial infections, bismuth. The patient 
must have strongly impressed his mind the abso- 
lute necessity long and more less unpleasant 
course treatment.

mind the “reliable and dependable rem- 
edies” consist arsphenamine, neoarsphenamine, the 
iodides, and mercury. Other remedies are still 
the experimental stage and should used with cau- 
tion. Tertiary syphilis should treated thoroughly 
and radically the physiological limits drugs. 
Arsphenamine may given 0.9 gm. doses and 
0.9 gm. neo given every six days, practically 
all the drug eliminated four five days. 
Potassium sodium iodide should first given 
the saturation point, e., the appearance 
rash coryza, conjunctivitis, headache. 
best begin with 20-grain doses and increase rap- 
idly 5-8 grams daily, well diluted. Since the 
iodides are rapidly absorbed, their intravenous use 
has advantages. After saturation reached, 
either mercury salvarsan may given. person- 
ally use neosalvarsan, since find much easier 
prepare and the after effects are lighter than 
those salvarsan, and the results over mercury are 
quicker and more spectacular. After ten doses 
neosalvarsan, follow immediately with thorough 
course mercury. The form mercury given dif- 
fers with each case circumstances demand 
permit. The intramuscular method using the salicy- 
late the surest, but find that the average patient 
will not continue the treatment long account 
the pain occasionally encountered. They will not 
give themselves the rubs, that the usual method 
mouth, using the protoiodide mixed treat- 
ment. When the patient has good veins and the 
money pay for it, the soluble forms mercury 
intravenously are more desirable. Locally 1-2000 
bichloride solutions are first used, then ointment 
per cent ammoniated mercury.

Intraspinal medication, the use triparsa- 
mid, stovarsol, mercury cyanide intravenously for 
tabes, malarial and nonspecific protein therapy for 
paresis, and general the use all drugs and pro- 
cedures the use which still the experimental 
stage should left specialists and used only 
hospitals clinic with methods closely guarded and 
results properly checked and tabulated. the 
treatment the late secondary and ordinary ter- 
tiary lesions which are the proper subject our dis- 
cussion the reliable remedies are, earlier syph- 
ilis, arsphenamine, mercury, iodide, and bismuth, the 
safety and reliability the latter being now firmly 
The dosage and mode administration 
these drugs will altered the treatment 
late compared with earlier syphilis, but the essen- 
tial differences noted the treatment later 
syphilis exist because the human material, not the 
drugs, altered. 

treating early syphilis complete cure the 
end view. But when confronted the later 
manifestations the disease cannot set our goal 
high, and may consider ourselves fortunate 
our care and treatment enable the patient 
finish out his expectancy life happiness and 
apparent health even though his Wassermann re- 
action may neither become nor remain negative. 
long-standing syphilis balance has often been 
reached between the invading organism and the 
body, and must careful not upset that bal- 
ance through depressing the constitutional resistance 
the patient overwhelming him with too stren- 
uous medication. patient with late syphilis 
usually more fragile vessel for the exhibition 
drugs than one the earlier stages, both because 
has been longer subject the ravages the dis- 
ease and himself older and more liable 
organic deteriorations from the wear life and 
from disease other than syphilis. For this reason 
perhaps more than. elsewhere medicine the physi- 
cian must remember treating late syphilis that 
primarily concerned not with extirpating the 
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tific organizations: County, state, and A.; California 
Medical Society, San Francisco Academy 
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germs the disease, but restoring comparative 
health and maintaining comfort and safety rela- 
tively fragile and always damaged human organism. 

Too often treating late syphilis the doctor’s 
attention centered exterminating the spirochete 
and keeping the Wassermann reaction negative, and 
the patient’s constitution not sufficiently consid- 
ered. This not right. good practice com- 
bat the spirochete, but the patient must not for- 
gotten. His body should supported its combat 
with the disease and should treated, not for 
syphilis alone, but for the accumulated disabilities 
organism long syphilized and the last third 
life. 

The first step treating late syphilis should 
complete physical examination and close estimate 
the patient’s physical condition. Consider par- 
ticularly the excretory organs and the circulatory 
system. Impairment either will necessitate re- 
duced dosage and increased attention elimination. 
The mouth and teeth should kept good condi- 
tion and gastrointestinal disturbances corrected. 
clean healthy mouth and tolerant digestion make 
the vigorous use mercury much must 
careful the heart muscle. Tonic doses digi- 
talis are valuable even when digitalization not 
necessary. The condition the optic nerve should 
determined before beginning the use any 
arsenical. The kidneys particularly need watching 
and when they are damaged, treatment either with 
mercury, the arsenicals, bismuth requires much 
more care and caution than with other patients. 

The key the treatment late syphilis 
moderation. Intensive medication has little place 
here, and all treatment should primarily sympto- 
matic and only incidentally directed the cure 
the disease. There tendency give less ars- 
phenamine late cases than early, but that 
mistake. Late cases should receive large totals 
the arsenicals the early ones, but smaller 
doses stretched over longer periods. evident, 
however, that when arsenicals are used alone late 
syphilis, the central nervous system not protected 
and the courses arsenicals should followed and 
alternated with courses mercury and bismuth, 
the earlier treatment the disease and giving 
courses these drugs late syphilis the rule above 
suggested for the arsenicals applies: give smaller 
doses stretched over longer periods than earlier 
syphilis. 

Unless urgent need for controlling symptoms 
requires that one begin with arsphenamine 
better begin with small doses mercury and 
iodide for few weeks and then shift arsphena- 
mine, beginning with very small dose and going 
mine (which the best all-round preparation 
the arsenicals for the general practitioner) every 
five days week. Bichloride mercury, grain 
week, good preparation and sufficient dosage. 
Bismuth the bismudol preparation, not exceed 
grains week, good preparation and dosage. 
Bismuth seems more value late than 
early cases. apparently controls tabetic pains 
some cases and sometimes converts negative 
persistently positive Wassermann. 
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the iodides, which sodium iodide the 
preferable preparation, although they are most neces- 
sary the treatment late syphilis, must 
remembered that their effect syphilis inci- 
dental rather than fundamental one. They are not 
spirocheticides, but act promoting the absorption 
fibrous and granulomatous tissue and should 
always administered with mercury bismuth 
supply the spirocheticidal effect. should 
given, the familiar method gradually in- 
creasing dosage and occasional remissions, quite con- 
stantly throughout the duration late syphilis, 
with maximum doses not exceeding for ordinary 
purposes from grams per day. not be- 
lieve gigantic doses iodide except for the vir- 
tual emergencies vascular syphilis and gummata 
involving important structures where daily doses 
from grams will sometimes work wonders. 


general better underdose than overdose 
late syphilis, provided that the treatment which- 
ever form systematic and reasonably continuous. 


Guy Manson *—Doctor has pointed 
out that intensive intravenous and intramuscular 
medications will bring satisfactory results per 
cent patients. This seems most en- 
couraging. also shows how important give 
proved remedies thorough trial before resorting 
any the newer remedies. Certainly such remedies 
triparsamid, malarial infections, intraspinal treat- 
ments, should used only last resort, and then 
preferably specialist. 


The advisability giving few weeks mer- 
cury and iodides before beginning intensive intra- 
venous and intramuscular medication has been men- 
tioned. believe great stress should laid this 
point, especially there the slightest suspicion 
cardiac involvement. have seen one two pa- 
tients whom believe lost their lives from receiving 
too intensive antisyphilitic treatment right from the 
start. 

generally conceded that arsphenamine 
more effective than the neoarsphenamine. For this 
reason believe every patient with tertiary syphilis 
should given the advantage this slightly more 
effective treatment. Very convenient, ready prepared 
solutions arsphenamine can now obtained 
the druggist’s very slight increase cost. The 
simplicity administration is, mind, ex- 
cuse for denying our patients the best treatment 
our command. 

glad hear Mehrtens say that the intra- 
muscular injections mercury are more effective. 
have always felt that got better results this 
method. has the added advantage that keeps 
one closer touch with the patient. Few patients 
will take the time and trouble use the rubs cor- 
rectly. have never felt that got any results 
all with the oral administration mercury.

Thomas Clark *—To treat successfully the 
later ravages syphilis problem that differs 
considerably from that treatment early phases 
the disease. These patients are frequently the 
fourth fifth decade life even older, and 
have contend with the decline their general 
resources vitality possibly with some other dis- 
ease, concurrently active with the syphilis. They 
may not aware being syphilitic, and the phy- 
sician should use tact explaining the diagnosis 
that their co-operation may secured for the treat- 
ment. The lesions which they complain will 
most instances soon disappear with vigorous medica- 
tion, but important have the hearty support 
the patient for the future control the disease. 

The medical attendant must consider what 
will use bring this particular patient out his 
immediate troubles rapidly possible, and 
view the future for him that the follow-up treat- 
ment may nearly possible cure the syphilis. 
great many them can cured, but this may mean 
several years medical supervision. 

The lesions this stage are destructive what- 
ever tissue they invade, well cause resolu- 
tion occur rapidly possible. Local measures 
may used advantage well the general 
constitutional. Hot compressing with boric acid 
solution stimulate the blood supply followed with 
white precipitate ointment per cent, value. 
Where much ulceration occurring, swabbing with 
per cent phenol and dusting with calomel powder 
good. 

well view the constitutional treatment 
systematic plan based time division, dividing 
the first year into periods active treatment and 
resting stages. For three months there can given 
intravenously four six doses arsphenamine 
neoarsphenamine weekly intervals with two doses 
salicylate mercury intramuscularly the inter- 
val the arsenic medication. When the lesions have 
healed the arsenic can discontinued and the intra- 
muscular doses the mercury continued biweekly 
triweekly.

Hollingsworth *—Late syphilis differs 
from early syphilis that the virus well fixed 
the tissues the host, and somewhat protected 
from the parasiticidal action drugs; and that 
the host has developed some degree tolerance 
from long association with the spirochaete. Instead 
focusing our attention the rapid destruction 
spirochaetes early syphilis, late syphilis 
directed toward healing lesions and improve- 
ment general health, which best accomplished 
efforts further augment the patient’s acquired 
immunity. 

“the reliable and dependable the 
arsphenamines kill the parasite (when accessible), 
but contribute nothing the patient’s resistance. 
Their injudicious use may even deprive him such 
resistance, develop drug-fast strain spiro- 
chaetes. Mercury has little 
action, but increases the resistance 
against the spirochaete. Bismuth increases resistance 
and also kills the spirochaetes. dissolve 
granulomata, exposing the spirochaetes the action 
other drugs; any other action they may have 
debatable. are best given just before ars- 
phenamine course during rest period 
ance high. 

results the treatment late syphilis have 
been better when arsphenamine, mercury, and bis- 
muth have been used rotation but not together 
the same course. Possibly this prevents the spiro- 
chaete acquiring tolerance for several drugs 
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once, for just its tolerance one drug incipient 
another drug substituted. Serological relapses 
have occurred frequently following rest periods 
the first year that now make the first year’s 
treatment continuous whether early late. Rest 
periods should follow course insoluble mercury 
bismuth injections. All drugs are administered 
once weekly. Even with this interval mercurial and 
bismuth stomatitis are not infrequent. Dosages are 
determined exactly body weight, this being facili- 
tated using tuberculin syringe for insoluble 
mercury and bismuth injections and employing 
per cent suspension for intramuscular injection. 
Dosages for 150 pounds are: arsphenamine gm. 
first injection gm. subsequent injections the 
course; neoarsphenamine gm. for all injections, 
bismuth salicylate .136 gm., and mercury salicylate 
.120 gm. Treatment late syphilis particular 
should based appraisal the state im- 
munity the host and the virulence the infec- 
tion; the greater the degree immunity the less 
emphasis placed the arsphenamines. The fol- 
lowing offered typical schedule for aver- 
age case: Start with bismuth salicylate injections, 
one the arsphenamines injections, mer- 
cury salicylate injections with iodide grains 
empty stomach during the last four weeks 
the course, arsphenamine injections, mercury 
salicylate injections, rest one month. the 
second and third years, courses twelve injections 
bismuth and mercury salicylate are alternated, 
with rest periods interpolated. 

Reactions from arsphenamine are minimized 
giving ice-cold. find that incorporating ben- 
zocain and procain the mercury and bismuth 


salicylate mixtures their injection rendered pain- 
less. 


Oppenheimer order use any rem- 
edies the best advantage their mode action 
should understood detail; therefore, treat- 
ment the later manifestations syphilis, action 
the arsphenamines, mercury, bismuth, and iodides 
should constantly kept mind. 


Arsphenamine compounds act directly the 
spirochetes; destroying deprivation oxygen. 
Mercury and bismuth work indirectly, improve the 
body cells’ resistance increase their oxida- 
tive power and antibody production. have 
action the spirochete, even indirectly, but 
cause resolution the cellular infiltrate produced 
spirochetal action, thereby allowing the antibodies 
and drugs act upon the treponema. 

well, also, have clear conception the 
comparative value the different compounds 
each these groups. 

The spirocheticidal power arsphenamine 
proportion many experienced syphilologists consider 
arsphenamine more efficacious, but there ex-

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perimental evidence support this view. Sulphars- 
phenamine and triparsphenamine have less spirocheti- 
cidal but greater penetrative power. appears that 
they are worthy adjuncts but not substitutes for 
the arsenobenzols. 

the indirect spirocheticides bismuth has been 
proven per cent more efficient than mer- 
cury. Gruhzit states that bismuth salicylate more 
favorably absorbed than the metallic suspensions and 
has equally great spirocheticidal power. 


the mercury compounds the soluble prepara- 
tions and inunctions are the more reliable. 1919 
had 230 syphilitics under treatment with neoars- 
phenamine and soluble mercury. 

Seventy-eight per cent 193 these patients 
showed negative Wassermanns one year respectively 
from onset treatment. All the seven secondary 
cases presented negative Wassermanns. One 
them had reinfection. 1920 the same neoars- 
phenamine therapy was followed, but mercury salicy- 
late once week was given instead the benzoate 
three times weekly. One the secondary syphilitics 
developed generalized, disseminated ulcerating syph- 
ilodermas two months after eight weeks the above 
treatment; while another had acute syphilitic 
leptomeningitis three months following sixteen- 
week course. Experimental evidence also proves the 
inferiority the insoluble mercury compounds. 
The work Lumholdt 1920 indicates that 
mercury salicylate not reliable because de- 
composed with difficulty and rapidly eliminated, 
while metallic mercury, because its slow, irregu- 
lar absorption and feeble therapeutic effects, not 
the mercurial choice. Although these are the most 
widely used mercury preparations consider them 
the least efficacious. not use the intravenous 
mercury because its rapid elimination. 

Contrary the present accepted conception 
believe that the mercury should given along 
with the arsenobenzol preparations; for, while the 
mercury does not synergize the action the ars- 
phenamine provides constant enemy those 
spirochetes remaining after the arsenobenzol has de- 
its powerful blow, thus tending eliminate 
incapacitate the remaining organisms, both hin- 
dering their multiplication and rendering them more 
susceptible the next arsphenamine injection. 

Experimental work the Mayo Foundation has 
compound. have seen demonstration the for- 
mer preparation’s value the slow absorption 
papillomatous syphilitic growth the vulva. 

After the best agents for use have been deter- 
mined the regimé their application impor- 
tant consideration. addition the plans pro- 
cedures discussed, suggest that sulpharsphenamine 
added the armamentarium integral part 
therapy for tertiary syphilis. 

regard treatment applied tertiary in- 
volvement the urogenital system, gratifying re- 
sults are obtained gummas the testicle, gummas 
the bladder and early neurogenetic involve- 
ment the bladder. the early spastic stage 
the latter condition the residual and symptoms can 
relieved within two months, while with more 
advanced cases, where nerve tissue has been de- 
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stroyed, specific treatment check and urologic, 
medical and hygienic supervision, are the proper 

cardiovascular syphilis extreme care admin- 
istration the arsphenamine compounds should 
observed. had death following the administra- 
tion 0.6 gm. neoarsphenamine. Disseminated 
visceral syphilis another type which requires care- 
ful treatment. Here, also, the less powerful drugs 
may indicated.

Jacobson*—The usual run patients 
that present themselves for treatment late syph- 
ilitic manifestations may roughly divided into 
two distinct types groups—the undertreated and 
the overtreated. the first category may in- 
cluded those who either through negligence igno- 
rance their own part through mistaken diag- 
nosis the part physician have permitted the 
disease process unhindered progress with little, in- 
these may also included fairly large number 
victims whose primary and secondary stages 
the disease are characterized lack significant 
clinical manifestations and have therefore received 
little treatment until the later stages the 
disease. 

Taken unit this group patients presenting 
late involvement, provided such involvement not 
too extensive and all inclusive, responds fairly well 
systematic and persistent course treatment.

with complete physical, neurological and serologi- 
cal (including complete spinal fluid) examination 
both for the purpose thorough evaluation the 
extent syphilitic involvement and guide for 
treatment.

These two drugs constitute specific 
armamentarium the fight against syphilis. em- 
ploy these drugs alternately and usually interspersed 
with some form nonspecific protein therapy, such 
milk injections. Spinal drainage, through its 
effect the permeability the choroidal plexus 
is, opinion, some value patients with 
cerebrospinal syphilis. Mercury not employ 
all. are unquestionably valuable both 
help the resorption the products specific in- 
flammation and stimulate the chief detoxicating 
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organ the economy, the thyroid gland. Intra- 
spinal medication and malarial inoculation should 
resorted only selected patients and after 
sufficient trial the less severe methods treat- 
ment have failed achieve desired results. 

The second group patients comprises those who, 
spite early, persistent and intensive treatment, 
still develop manifestations the later stages 
the disease. Some these sufferers give history 
having gone through the gamut all types and 
manner treatment without any appreciable change 
clinically serologically. They constitute serious 
problem because there apparent total lack 
natural acquired immunity the spirochaeta 
pallida and its toxins, and the burden therefore rests 
entirely our ability combat the disease artifi- 
cial and external means. addition this lack 
immunity the part the victim are 
further disadvantage the fact that the virus has 
perfectly adapted itself its environment that 
has become biochemical part the tissues which 
resides and thereby escapes the lethal effects 
the specifics which usually employ. The treat- 
ment therefore resolves itself into attempt the 
establishment re-establishment tissue immu- 
nity plus dislocation dissociation the spiro- 
chaetes from their places rest and refuge. This, 
course, best accomplished malarial inocula- 
tions, which consist the administration 
cc. tertian malarial blood intravenously, sub- 
cutaneously intramuscularly. This then fol- 
lowed, after sufficient and adequate number chills, 
etc., fairly intensive course specific medica- 
tion the usual fashion. Needless say, that 
all events and all times, serological examination, 
both blood and spinal fluid, must performed 
regularly guide our treatment.

SHALL GOVERNMENTALIZE MEDICINE 
HAVE EDUCATION? 


Many roads lead state medicine. Some are well 
sign-posted highways; others are devious and free 
from signs the game stalker’s trail. 

Government health insurance one the high- 
ways which usually begins limited service for 
limited groups and expands until 
versal. This form socialism, which not only 
breaks through the sacred boundaries the family 
circle and stalks the bedside the sick “pre- 
sick” but invades the personal liberty guaranteed 
free citizens, already old enough several coun- 
tries make its effects observable. 


The extensive world-wide revival socialism dur- 
ing the last few years includes that form long 
known state medicine, and therefore behooves 
those intelligently interested the health and wel- 
fare people lay barrage along this highway 
and strengthen the guards along the more devious 
trails leading the same goal. 


The open offensive for state medicine has not been 
renewed the United States since its overwhelm- 
ing defeat the voters California some years 
ago, which even physicians—honest, able ones— 
were active both sides the question. 


One our able physicians who favored California 
compulsory health insurance initiative defeated 
the voters, after more than year’s observation 
abroad writes recent letter: 


intended when came England making real 
study social and health insurance, but have not 
more than scratched the surface. course, don’t 
think they have health insurance all. What 
amounts merely means making medical 
relief available lot people who would neglect 
themselves else overcrowd the outpatient clinics. 
Curiously the doctors are more satisfied than those 
who are ‘insured,’ for those who have good-sized 
panels—2000 the maximum—get steady certain 
income and carry their other practice 
They are planning now the Ministry Health 
incorporate preventive medicine with regular recur- 
ring examination the premium payers biennial 
times, hoping catch the early causes rheuma- 
tism, arthritis, heart disease, and tuberculosis which 
contribute here overwhelmingly morbidity. The 
peculiarity that the English workers had, years before 
the coming health insurance contributions, well- 
organized contributory relief societies known 
‘friendly societies,’ made the administration the in- 
surance act easy. Most the actual administration 
such benefits and determination the individual’s 
needs are under the control such societies. Never- 
theless, the system rapidly moving toward state 
medicine. fact every way England more 
socialistic state than the most enthusiastic socialist 
few years back could have expected find any- 
where any time, and result the country 
state dry rot.” 
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“Dry rot” progressive service; dissatisfac- 
tion among those served; intellectual stasis and 
pittance compensation for those who serve; incul- 
cation the spirit dependence where thrift should 
watchword, and making political plaything 
the most personal and precious human assets— 
health—is the inevitable consequence any form 
state medicine, any name. 


While the frank state medicine movement for 
the moment quiescent our country, the promoters 
devious trails the same end are exceedingly 
active and numerous; many them financed, their 
propaganda often published public expense and 
more often 


Different nonmedical groups are working for the 
control medicine through control hospitals, 
laboratories, clinics, organizations technical as- 
sistants physicians and other agencies essential 
the complex well-rendered service health. 


Some our universities are teaching, practicing 
and otherwise fostering spirit among students that. 
health and illness are state functions which ought 
“free” and official education and served 
the same similar machinery. Some medical 
schools foster this spirit with both free and near-free 
clinics for rich and poor. Some organizations 
educated groups physicians themselves contribute 
the movement; and individual doctors, the 
theory that certain contact will increase their clients, 
that they may aid worthy causes serving the 
sick public places managed others instead 
their own offices, thereby help materially the 
arrival the day when the doctor will but 
another hired man. 


Being the hired man perfectly honorable occu- 
pation, and many and rapidly increasing numbers 
physicians are engaged. This itself not 
the danger the cause medical and health prog- 
ress, but one the trails that astute promoters 
hope see converted into highway that will make 
medicine complete government function 
education now is. This first, course, 
voluntary matter far the citizen concerned, 
but later compulsory attendance chil- 
dren now government schools. 


any event are moving along that road, and 
certain are some that the goal sight that they 
are attempting legislation calculated make health 
and medicine subsidiary education, instead 
independent government unit when the new high- 
way universal compulsory government medicine 
reaches Washington. 


have feeling that somewhere along this route 
impossible obstacle will encountered and that 
medical and health service will continue for 
long time personal matter between those who 
serve and those who need service, with the proviso 
that the state will increase the volume and quality 
health service for the insolvent the paramount 
duty is.

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EFFECTS OVARIAN AND PLACENTAL 
LIPOIDS UTERINE MUSCLE 
AND AUTONOMIC NERVES 


has long been suspected that the therapeutic 
virtues sex organ products are not limited 
effects the strictly glandular portions the sex 
organs, the mediation changes through them. 
The administration the dried, powdered prod- 
ucts and extracts from them reported clinically 
increase the sense well-being, the mental stabil- 
ity, the appetite, muscular power, and improve 
the circulation, and the autonomic nerve balance. 
All the symptoms menopause may inhibited 
and sort rejuvenation occur least temporarily. 
The benefits derived may only the consequence 
accompaniment improved sexual vigor which 
appears also increased, and again general im- 
provement may occur independently any demon- 
strable changes sex function. 


The responses are capricious and sufficiently ir- 
regular and inconstant have caused much con- 
demnation approval the products. The irregu- 
lar and inconstant effects may due weak, 
improperly prepared fraudulent products, and 
there yet reliable standard which judge 
the general effects. Satisfactory analysis man 
difficult, not impossible, and unfortunately the 
clinical reports that exist are almost devoid con- 
trols with other tissue products and the results ren- 
dered useless. Here, often other problems, 
there satisfactory substitute for animal experi- 
ment. 


Recently, Miura the Pharmacological Insti- 
tute Freiburg has made successful investigation, 
and demonstrated the efficacy ovarian and pla- 
cental extracts rabbits along promising lines. 
The products used consisted the lipoidal con- 
stituents these organs, cholestrol probably being 
strongly represented. Miura injected daily doses 
from 0.2 0.3 gm. (total 1.1 2.2 gm.) the 
crude oily products hypodermically during periods 
from seven fourteen days young virgin rab- 
bits about 500 gms. body weight. the end 
this time the uterus was markedly hypertrophied, 
appearing several times larger than the normal con- 
trol organ. This was confirmative the older re- 
sults Herrmann. Miura states nothing regard- 
ing the size other organs. More important than 
the hypertrophy, however, was the altered func- 
tional activity muscle and autonomic nerves 
the uterus. 


This altered functional state the nerves and 
muscle was demonstrated pharmacologically 
Miura. That is, showed that the responses 
the uterine horns the classical autonomic drugs 
after injection the placental lipoids 
were increased. first removed one uterine horn 
laparotomy and used strips for the determi- 
nation the control responses the drugs. After 
recovery the rabbits, and treatment with the 
lipoid products, removed the remaining horn, 
now hypertrophied, and determined its response 
the same drugs the same concentrations under 
identical conditions. The results were unequivocal 
and uniformly showed very marked increases the 
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responses pituitary extract, epinephrine, nicotine, 

pilocarpine, atropine, and barium. Increases 

seven times the control responses tonus and am- 
plitude the contractions were obtained. other 

words, Miura demonstrated with these tests 

marked hyperexcitability the smooth muscle and 

autonomic nerves (both the sympathetic and the 
parasympathetic) the uterus. Other organs and 
functions were not studied, and this would very 
desirable before generalizations 
effects autonomic imbalance general are per- 
missible. Other species were not adequately tried 
Miura. The cats that were used gave results 
which could not used. Although the results ob- 
tained are not transferable directly man, yet they 
point the way promising studies the vexed 
problem sex gland products. far they go, 
they sustain remarkably well the suspicion that sex 
gland products exert some their effects changes 
other functions besides the sex function itself. 

The results suggest indeed basis for the thera- 

peutic benefits such products, namely, correc- 

tive influence autonomic nerve function. 

would premature assign the spe- 
cificity the ovarian and placental lipoids used 
Miura’s work. Controls with muscle and other 
organ extracts are desirable. fact, the effects 
the various lipoids themselves should determined, 
especially cholestrol, that ubiquitous substance 
already under suspicion many physiological func- 
tions and pathological alterations.

SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS AMERICAN 
DRUGS 


decision the highest importance every phy- 
sician, pharmacist, drug manufacturer and, fact, 
every user drugs the United States was ren- 
dered the Supreme Court the United States 
October 11, 1926, when this highest tribunal 
the nation declared that the Chemical Founda- 
tion has been acting legally and properly the 
purchase the foreign drug and chemical patents 
during the war, and licensing American manufac- 
turers produce these essential substances this 
country. 


The sale the German patents the Chemical 
Foundation took place during President Wilson’s 
administration and had, without doubt, distinct 
influence upon the outcome the war, because this 
transfer permitted American concerns begin 
once the production various drugs and chemicals 
which had theretofore been made only Germany, 
and whose importation ceased with our entry into 
the war. 

President Harding, apparently laboring under 
some misapprehension the purposes and func- 
tions the Chemical Foundation, directed that suit 
brought the Government set aside the sale 
these patents the foundation. 

The case was first tried the Federal District

Court Wilmington, Delaware, 
after weeks evidence taking, finding against 
the Government all points. 

The case was appealed the Circuit Court, 
which upheld the decision the District Court 
every particular. 

final appeal carried the question the Supreme 
Court the United States, where evidence was 
heard more than year ago. The long delay ren- 
dering decision has afforded time for mature con- 
sideration. The court has decided unanimously that 
the sale the Chemical Foundation was valid and 
legal and that the foundation has made improper 
use the powers which thus acquired. 

This decision momentous one for everyone 
who has anything with drugs and chemicals 
any way whatever. 

the physician means that will have 

steady and regular supply reliable drugs 
American manufacturers which can never again 
upset cut off the vicissitudes war. The same 
considerations apply the pharmacists. Among the 
vitally, necessary drugs affected may mentioned 
the arsphenamines, cinchophen, barbital, the flavines, 
procaine, and host others. 
the drug manufacturer who has invested thou- 
sands dollars apparatus for the manufacture 
drugs and chemicals under the foundation’s 
licenses, means relief from certain degree 
anxiety (though the outcome the case could 
scarcely have been doubt) and tremendous in- 
spiration further investigations looking the pro- 
duction more and better drugs and chemicals for 
America. 

the nation large means that reliable medi- 
cines will continue sold reasonable prices; 
and, more less indirectly, that the dye industry 
America which now flourishing condition 
(thanks the Chemical Foundation) will avail- 
able for government uses should become involved 
another war. 

Nor are medicine and pharmacy the only lines 
endeavor affected this momentous decision. The 
steel and packing industry and many others will 
vastly benefited the freedom chemical in- 
vestigation and activity which now assured them. 


“AN INDICTMENT THE MEDICAL 
PROFESSION” 

Under the above caption, editorial the No- 
vember issue Sunset Magazine accepts the propa- 
ganda the Children’s Bureau apparently facts 
and from that insecure basis attacks the medical pro- 
fession more vigorously and with less the finesse 
employed their “authorities.” 

The editorial opens with: “If the allegations 
the Children’s Bureau, Department Labor, 
are true, the American medical profession needs 
housecleaning. According Dr. Robert Wood- 
bury (not listed Directory Physi- 
cians) the Bureau, the mortality rate Ameri- 
can women result childbirth among the 
highest the civilized world.” 

After quoting some the “statistics” this lay 
federal that effect have been 
challenged such eminent authority the late 
John Howland Johns Hopkins testimony be- 
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fore committee congress and which avoid the 
cautions the Census Bureau the interpretation 
editorial concludes: “If 1000 
American mothers must die every year through the 
carelessness those attending them, time that 
the leaders the American medical profession took 
steps end the slaughter the nation’s most valu- 
able members.” 

Even the worst that the Children’s Bureau 
claims true, what justification have they for im- 
plying the responsibility physicians and what 
justification has the Sunset Magazine for employing 
these alleged facts editorial “indictment the 
medical being responsible for the 
tragedy? 

Whatever the purpose the. “indictment,” one 
consequence injury great humanitarian pro- 
fession jeopardizing public confidence its mem- 
bers. One may see political advantage such 
efforts the Children’s Bureau, which now fight- 
ing for its continuation Congress—an effort being 
opposed physicians and others who are opposed 
cult understand why dignified California maga- 
zine would the lay Children’s Bureau one better 
making their implication the basis editorial 
“indictment the medical profession.” 

There are some thousands persons authorized 
law assist mothers childbirth without 
cient medical education secure license phy- 
sicians, California alone. the Children’s 
Bureau and Sunset Magazine charge the medical 
profession with responsibility for these stupid laws? 

claimed that per cent the deaths dur- 
ing confinement were the result puerperal septi- 
cemia due infection resulting from lack surgi- 
cal This one those half-truths that 
little manipulation are conyerted into drastic 
criticism physicians, particularly when boldly 
asserted that “almost 100 per cent such septi- 
cemias are preventable,” thus implying that the 
fault physicians that they are not prevented. 

the channel through which the baby must travel 
born were always sterile; the outlet into the 
world were less closely associated with constantly 
infected field; the urinary canal were always surgi- 
cally clean; the glands that empty around the 
vaginal area were always healthy; were always 
possible deliver the baby without injury the 
soft parts; and were all babies delivered licensed 
doctors medicine, puerperal infection would 
theoretically 100 per cent preventable and practi- 
cally more nearly than is. But obstetricians 
know that these favorable conditions obtain far 
from 100 per cent mothers. They know they are 
always working dangerously near highly and un- 
avoidably infected field and, more often than 
wise explain publicly, field already infected 
methods that need not mentioned here, but 
for which the physician not responsible and which 
cannot always counteract. 

However, eliminating all the uncontrollable fac- 
tors, admit that infection which ought have 
been prevented does occur with greater frequency 
than should maternity, all other forms 
surgical contact. The reduction such infections 
has been major effort physicians since their cause 
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was made clear the work the immortal Oliver 
Wendell Holmes. 

Too many infants die also, but not many 
these deaths are blamable physicians our tax- 
supported information bureau implies and some edi- 
tors, relying their assert. 
infants never had chance live from the time 
the fusion the elements that produced them. 
They die the thousands while still 
mother’s womb, some from faulty manufacture and 
some from faulty environment. Others come into 
the world badly crippled that they die during 
early infancy, again from uncontrollable causes, 
well preventable ones. 

the duty physicians and all citizens 
reduce rapidly.as possible intelligent action 
the hazards incident reproduction.

Cautery Treatment Chronic Endocervicitis—That 
chronic endocervicitis always due the presence 
bacteria even though trauma, whether chemical me- 
chanical, may have acted predisposing cause, the 
view Carl Henry Davis, Milwaukee (Journal 
The treatment used his office briefly fol- 
lows: After suitable bivalve speculus has been inserted 
the mucus thoroughly removed with cotton 
balls and applicators. suitable light weight cautery 
tip, preferably from one-half three-fourths inches (13 
cm.) long, placed firmly against the tissue 
destroyed and the current turned pressing the 
button the cautery handle. sufficient depth 
reached the tip gradually moved make line 
through the diseased tissue. many cases neces- 
sary cauterize only the glands near the external and 
the eroded area; others, the disease extends the 
internal os. any time the patient complains dis- 
comfort the contact button released and the current 
not applied again until she comfortable. This process 
continued until sufficient number cautery lines have 
been made. Nabothian cysts are destroyed similar 
manner after they have been punctured with the heated 
tip. effort made reach the depth the glands 
destroy part the diseased tissue and all the 
bacteria. The lines are least three-sixteenths inch 
apart, that only part the cervical glands are de- 
stroyed. This permits regeneration fairly normal 
glands. the patient very nervous conscious 
considerable pain, nitrous oxide-oxygen analgesia an- 
esthesia administered the office. Only few patients 
are now being sent into the hospital for cautery treatment. 
many ways the analgesia more satisfactory than 
complete anesthesia for the office patient. She can admin- 
ister herself according the technic formerly described 
for self-administration during normal labor. Since mak- 
ing his first report December, 1924, Davis has treated 
additional 180 patients, making total 317. Fol- 
lowing cautery treatment there marked increase 
the discharge for about two weeks, and the patient 
warned wear napkin. She told that the next period 
may more profuse than normal. few patients have 
had excessive bleeding and have required pack for 
few hours. The patient instructed keep clean 
frequent washing the external genitalia. Douches are 
questionable value, and rule women are warned 
against their use. The author found advisable clean 
out the vagina and cervix every week ten days and 
paint the cauterized area with mercurochrome-220 
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soluble compound tincture benzoin until healing 
complete. second cautery treatment rarely indicated 
under four weeks, and very few require any more. The 
cautery should never used during the acute stage 
cervical infection. Patients with retroflexion should not 
cauterized until the uterus has been replaced and 
proper pessary inserted. Subacute salpingitis contraindi- 
cates the cautery. Sex trauma should avoided for 
least two weeks after the treatment, and extensive cases 
longer. The cervix should never cauterized during 
operation which the uterosacral ligaments are 
shortened. Syphilis the cervix contraindicates the cau- 
tery. Puerperal patients that show any sign cervical 
disease the examination five six weeks after de- 
livery return two three weeks for another inspec- 
tion and cautery treatment seems indicated. This 
prophylactic measure may prevent more serious disease 
the cervix the future and recommended. 


Refractive Changes—E. Ellett, Memphis, Tennessee

Patent medicines for incurable 
diseases, that are frequently injurious, and often, hold- 
ing out false hopes, keep the victim from real help until 


too late. Beauty creams and lotions and cosmetics that. 


improve the pocketbook the faker not the complexion 
the user. Fake industrial schools holding out alluring 
promises lucrative employment. All these prey upon 
the weak and unfortunate, the ignorant and credulous. 
There viler class criminal known among men 
than this. And what the publisher that for hire pub- 
lishes these fake advertisements, knowing them 
false? equally guilty with the principal. shares 
his ill-gotten gains. acts from the same motive. 
If, any degree differs from the principal, must 
one degree lower for his chances punishment are 
less, and his responsibilities greater.”

Naffziger cleverly 
compared such latter procedure the opening 
window cast when you are having generalized 
swelling the parts enclosed the cast. discussed 
the value hypertonic solutions this condition.

SAMUEL HAWKINS BUTEAU 
1864-1926 


Dr. Samuel Hawkins Buteau, son 
Dr. Samuel Aubert Buteau and 
Helen Hawkins Buteau, was 
born January 1864, Cape Ger- 
ardo, Missouri. The family moved 
Centerville, California, 1870 and his father con- 
tinued practice medicine there until the time his 
death 1896. 


Doctor Buteau attended the Alviso school situated 
between Centerville and Alvarado until reached the 
age 13, and then attended the Oakland High School. 
After leaving the Oakland High School took the Ala- 
meda County teachers’ examination and passed with 
honors, securing first grade certificate. was then 
but years age. Because his years, was not 
qualified fill teacher’s position Alameda County, 
took another examination Kern County and 
secured teacher’s position there. The following year 
was appointed principal the Warm Springs school 
near San Jose, and while there decided take the 
study medicine. All the spare time had spent 
reading medicine with very intimate friend, the late 
Dr. Charles Fisher, and with Doctor Allen Centerville. 
Later became the principal the San Lorenza school. 
From here entered Cooper Medical College, graduat- 
ing the class 1889. 


Soon after his graduation was appointed resident 
physician the Oakland General Hospital situated 
Eighth and Myrtle streets. continued that position 
for about two years and during that time was allowed 
the privilege private practice. After leaving the Oak- 
land General Hospital opened office Thirteenth 
and Broadway, the same building which was 
located the time his death. Several years after his 
graduation from Cooper Medical College served 
instructor and teacher histology. spent the major 
portion the year 1900 Europe studying his profes- 
sion and familiarizing himself with the arts the old 
world. his return from Europe became associated 
with Fabiola Hospital, where his ability was recognized 
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and soon came dominate the character work 
performed that institution. 

Early his medical career became warm friend 
Dr. Joe Price, with whom spent much time and 
study. Through Doctor Price learned know John 
Deaver, and his early Eastern sojourns spent much 
time the clinics these two men. 

Early his career became the recognized surgeon 
Oakland. was the visiting surgeon Alameda 
County Hospital for nine years. 1909 was appointed 
trustee the Samuel Merritt Hospital, which was near- 
ing completion. Doctor Buteau took the reins this insti- 
tution and guided the time his death. 

Doctor Buteau, being natural teacher, taught more 
young doctors surgery than any other physician this 
community. was president the Alameda County 
Medical Association, Fellow the A., and the 
American College Surgeons. held membership 
the National Surgical and Gynecological Society and the 
Pacific Coast Surgical Society. was one the organ- 
izers and the first president the Oakland Surgical Club. 


Bedside Study Air Hunger—By air hunger 
meant the subjective experience air want. Dyspnea, 
tachypnea, hyperpnea, and cyanosis are attendant phe- 
nomena and can evaluated objective observation, 
but the feeling air hunger what alarms the patient 
and leads him seek medical aid. The physician called 
for single reason, and relieve air hunger, 
subjective symptom that always alarming the patient. 
According Hoover, Cleveland (Journal A.), 
the symptom may due misinterpretation ner- 
vous experience that very introspec- 
tive persons, although their internal and external respira- 
tion quite normal. Genuine air hunger may originate 
from disturbances the nerve supply the lung; 
there may disturbances the cardiorespiratory func- 
tion, internal respiration may disturbed altera- 
tion the chemical composition the blood dis- 
turbances the lymph blood supply the respiratory 
center. The most common exhibition air hunger asso- 
ciated with cardiorespiratory disease, and the cardiac 
and respiratory functions are interdependent, the first 
problem learn how much each may share produc- 
ing the symptom. Obviously, air hunger due pul- 
monary stasis, cardiac stimulation indicated. lung 
ventilation fault the problem different. Hoover 
discusses: (1) paroxysmal tachypnea which has seen 
six cases, occurring the course mediastinal disease 
which two, cases was associated with unmistakable 
syphilitic disease and syphilitic Two were cases 
which either syphilis tuberculous disease was the 
cause, both diseases were present, and two patients 
were tuberculous. The attacks one patient were always 
associated with bradycardia. (2) Paroxysmal hyperpnea 
which has seen only one case; slumber apnea and 
waking hyperpnea; cardiovascular disease and myex- 
edema. There interesting relation between air 
hunger and retention body fluids that sometimes seen 
chronic cardiovascular disease. Improvement follows 
the use some digitalis theobromin preparation, and 
the dropsy recedes the cardiectasis diminishes and the 
rate and volume the pulse improve. But there are cases 
which digitalis and caffein large doses are ineffec- 
tual, but with the administration merbaphen (nova- 
surol) the intravenous method the dropsy recedes, air 
hunger ceases, and the pulse pressure, heart rate and size 
the heart’s chambers are unchanged.

RUTS 


One the easiest things to-get into and one 
the hardest things get out of, the rut one the 
greatest perils which any man may find the road 
between cradle and grave. Hence the rut per- 
haps the greatest menace the physician’s life. 
the same thing over and over the same way 
easy, especially when quite frequently gives 
fairly high percentage good results. easy 
hold fast old tenets rather than unlearn 
old lessons and accept new creeds. Yet the progress 
the world has ever been activated those who 
did not follow the rut the groove—by men who 
blazed new path rather than being content 
follow the rutted road. 


And one the main troubles with the rut that, 
like the deep groove roadway worn much 
use, confining—makes for narrow-mindedness 
the part him who falls into its habit, limits 
were his point view, tends make its 
follower confirmed egotist. Generally one finds 
the man the rut man who has unjustified 
sense his own ability rather than the reverse. And 
only when jolted urged pushed shoved 
otherwise jacked and out his narrow track, 
does begin realize the wider horizon beyond 
other men other views. 


Yet when the rut longer leads the direc- 
tion which every physician should 
travel—the direction the greatest efficiency end 
results, then time leave and follow the 
newer, better path. And there are many means 
today which the practitioner the healing art 
may lift himself from the ruts professional life. 
There are magazines galore, more than has time 
read. There are societies with scientific programs 
may well attend and profit attending. There 
are review existing which himself per- 
haps may organize. There are trips taken 
centers knowledge, conventions where may 
rub wits with the leaders his craft. There are 
great institutions—great medical workshops 
were—in which may spend few weeks, and 
from which may return with the old-time enthu- 
siasm which marked his student 
Rarely does the writer attend meeting medical 
men without bringing away from either new 
knowledge re-emphasis old knowledge, 
least diversion his thoughts certain sub- 
jects into new channels and away from old ruts 
thought. 


admit that there are times when getting out 
warm bed cold winter’s night response 
some frantic appeal for aid which may may not 
justified—may nothing more than that frantic 
fear often excited the midnight hour when 
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grim ghosts phantasy walk. admit that 
times being shaken out nice, well-worn rut, 
realization our own paucity knowledge 
subject concerning which had formerly felt 
very well satisfied, spiritually nauseating the 
shakee dose salts. But, the other hand, 
also admitted that cold plunge may have 
tonic effect and that salts good eliminating 
purge free one’s system from certain physical 
dross. And claim that times, being shaken 
from rut personal conceit, find one’s poor 
little knowledge literally naked the glare 
veritable ballroom well-dressed information, may 
well very good for the soul—so good indeed that 
one finds himself inspired keep out said rut 
rather than crawl back. 


And allege that this day and age ready 
communication, ready and progressive information, 
aggressive and progressive research, the man who 
doggedly follows rut has very little excuse. Per- 
haps fancies that the end the rut will lead 
him somewhere. And perhaps right. But 
more apt lead him dwindling ability, lessening 
desert confidence and trust those should best 
serve, final realization his own shortcomings, and 
oblivion. And say, beware the rut 
these days when the road knowledge, like most 
the well-traveled roads the nation, paved. 


TANNIC ACID 


Tanned burns the latest nowadays. And why 
not? There seems very excellent reason 
number reasons the words the late lamented 
Mr. Post. Primarily tannic acid active chemi- 
cal coagulant. Shock, traumatic, surgical 
biochemical origin, would seem depend upon 
the active absorption the split protein molecule 
before any everything else. And this being the 
case, anything which will prevent the absorption 
the broken-down molecule with the resultant tox- 
emia will prevent the phenomena shock and give 
fresh lease life. This, seemingly, tannic acid 
does when the treatment burns. And one 
may suppose that accomplishes this several ways. 
Primarily the chemical action would seem lock 
the destroyed proteins insoluble very slightly 
soluble coagulum. Secondarily, being active as- 
tringent, produces narrowing the efferent 
and afferent blood stream, hence diminished in- 
flammatory reaction which must necessity mean 
lessened opportunity for absorption. 


has been noted that burns dressed with moist 
tannic acid per cent dressings for the first 
thirty-six forty-eight hours show darkened sur- 
face (are tanned) far less bacterial 
growth than others not treated. Yet may as- 
sume that these wounds are greatly infected 
any other routine control. One wonders then 
the tanning, coagulating process, does not lock the 
micro-organism restricting net, were, and 
exert bacteria-static effect least. 

And this tanned surface—means what? all 
intents and purposes protective surface under 
which nature may manifest her wonderful recupera- 
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tive forces, course. And more than this. Under 
nature’s own forces always seeking discard the 
healing covering “scab” when its purpose ful- 
filled, actually would seem insure resulting 
hyperemia, following the primary astringent—pro- 
duced ischemia, with all such hyperemia’s healing 
effects. And this hyperemia fostered radiant 
heat and small doses actinic light, healing will 
still more quickly accomplished. expect see 
“tanned burns” become all the rage.

Prevention Rickets Premature Infants—Henry 
Gerstenberger and John Nourse, Cleveland (Journal 
A.), relate their experience with attempts pre- 
vent the occurrence rickets premature infants 
feeding them with mixtures. Seventeen prema- 
ture infants were treated. The most common mixtures 
used were the following: (a) Double Strength 
(or Concentrated Liquid A.), parts; boiled water, 
part, and boiled skim milk, part. This mixture has 
approximate composition of: protein, 2.1 per cent; fat, 
3.6 per cent; lactose, 8.6 per cent, and ash, .44 per cent. 
The cod liver oil content the average 3.5 cc. per 
liter. (b) Protein A., which acid milk (lactic 
and citric), having approximate analysis of: protein, 
3.5 per cent; fat, 2.2 per cent; lactose, 2.8 per cent; ash, 
0.6 per cent, and acidity, 4.6. The cod liver oil con- 
tent the average 2.2 cc. per liter. The citric acid 
put the milk the form lemon juice, cc. the 
liter, and the lactic acid produced bacterial fermen- 
tation. evident from the results obtained the 
authors that rickets can prevented and cured pre- 
mature infants. The amount cod liver oil required 
milk mixtures prevented rickets every case, and 2.2 cc. 
cod liver oil per liter Protein was effec- 
tive five out seven cases. The two that developed 
rickets this combination lost the same mixture 
even though they continued gain weight, but 
somewhat slower speed. The average daily intake cod 
liver oil for the group was 1.76 cc. was observed that 
the daily intake cc. cod liver oil for one week 
produced healing rickets seven weeks and completely 
calcified bone nine, showing again the small amount 
cod liver oil required initiate and for some time 
keep action the calcification process. preventing 
rickets premature infants, cod liver oil should ad- 
ministered soon food consumed. Excessively rapid 
and great gain weight should not encouraged. The 
food should contain higher mineral and protein content 
than does human milk, and suggested that human 
milk used supplemented with boiled skim milk.

Margaret 
Mahoney read newspaper account the graduating 
exercises the Medical School recorded the Alta 
California November 1876, which reference was 
made the surprising fact that there was one “lady” 
among the graduates.

“Cancer Progress” the staff meeting held November 10. 
Alson Kilgore opened with “Earliest Signs Cancer,” 
saying part: 

“Since cancer apparently accident cell growth 
and reproduction which one cell group cells are 
lost control and reproduce mass similar wild cells, 
the earliest sign cancer “lump”—a lump wild 
cells. this lump the surface the body, where 
can seen felt early, the chances its discovery 
time for cure radical removal destruction are 
excellent; therefore, the lump the breast (usually pain- 
less first), the wart (lump) the lip, the hard ulcer 
(lump) the tongue the mouth—all are signs 
possible trouble which everyone should know. 

“When the lump internal organ, cannot 
seen felt early and other signs must looked for. 
the uterus, abrasion the surface the growth and 
consequent bleeding foul discharge are the commonest 
early symptoms. Similarly, the bowel, bleeding may 
the first indication, though the irritation the presence 
cancerous lump may causé obstinate constipation 
diarrhea. 

“If may form judgment from the trend knowl- 
edge acquired clinical observation and research during 
the past generation more, cancer apparently not 
germ disease, e., the accident cell breaking loose 
from control its relation with the rest the body 
not caused infecting organism. this true, 
serum for the cure cancer may expected. would 
far better the hope serum cure could aban- 
doned the community, least until our knowledge 
radically changes, because every newly announced serum 
means delay securing adequate surgical treatment for 
some early cases.” 

Chamberlain spoke “X-ray and Radium 
Uterine Carcinoma,” showing favorable outlook with 
proper technique. Ernst Gehrtes demonstrated “Rectal 
Cancer Cases” with specimens and patients. Crow and 
Stowell stressed radiation cancers. 

Case reports were presented Ryer, William 
Quinn, Chapman, and Samuel Barmak. Sister 
Agnes and Dr. Roy Parkinson discussed “Nurses’ Bedside 
Clinics” and French “Preoperative Skin Antisepsis.”

Mount Zion Hospital staff held the Concordia Club, 
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discussion x-ray therapy was presented 
Lloyd Bryan. Some the points brought out this 
paper were: 


Treatment x-ray most successful with benign 
lesions. Fibroids respond very well and should given 
roentgen therapy, unless they are extremely large, where 
there inflammatory process the adnexa cystic 
ovaries, where the possibility future pregnancy im- 
portant and the fibroid can removed without removing 
the uterus. 


Thyroid can treated well, not better, than 
surgery with the exception the large colloid and 
adenomatous goiters, which are definitely surgical. 

Skin conditions, eczema, psoriasis, acne, keloids, and 
carbuncles are benefited greatly x-ray, except that the 
effect many these temporary and cannot 
repeated too often account skin reactions. 

X-ray date the only promising treatment for leu- 
kemias, Hodgkin’s and lymphosarcoma. Although these 
patients are not cured, their lives are often prolonged 
and they may made comfortable for many years. 

Light doses x-ray may relieve acute iritis within 
twenty-four hours. Tuberculosis glands and enlarged 
bronchial root glands are frequently helped. acute 
suppression urine may relieved x-ray easier than 
decapsulation. tonsils radiation second choice 
surgery. tends prevent recurrence lymphoid 
tissue postpharyngeal wall. 

carcinoma, surgery the method choice. Incom- 
plete removal, followed x-ray, advisable where 
complete removal impossible. 

X-ray benefit carcinoma the stomach and 
intestine; better than surgery the treatment pri- 
mary bone neoplasm, and questionable value the 
treatment carcinoma the uterus. decided 
benefit the treatment carcinoma the ovaries. 

better than surgery the treatment superficial 
malignancies the face. 

breast carcinomas statistics Soiland, Schmitz, 
Phabler, Widmer, show five-year cures combined sur- 
gical and x-ray treatment 36, 42, and per cent, 
compared with 4.5 per cent five-year cures surgery 
alone reported Ewing. 

Doederleine’s gives figures per cent for 
cases without glands and per cent with glands when 
treated surgery, compared with and per cent 
when treated the combined method. 

the time and amount treatment, there should 
constant co-operation and consultation between the 
surgeon and roentgenologist preferably seeing the 
patient together. 

Discussion followed: Harold Brunn reported some bad 
recurrences carcinoma the breast. Recurrences were 
more frequent where x-ray had been given immediately 
before operation. Does not advise x-ray treatment until 
recurrences have appeared. Had very good results with 
carcinoma the cervix. The question whether oper- 
ate after lesion cleaned still open one. Best 
results are with leukemias and Hodgkin’s. 

Joseph Sampson reported good results with x-ray treat- 
ment enlarged thymus. Adolph Nahman reported 
case lymphatic leukemia, whose blood count came down 
from 160,000 50,000 after six treatments. 

Lloyd Bryan said Carter Wood advises frequent small 
doses with x-ray after operation. Big doses may break 
down the lymphocytic carrier. 

Bone metastases are often stopped and patients given 
few more years active comfortable life. X-ray does 
not produce carcinoma, but may hasten recurrence, 
breaking down the barrier massive doses. good 
results are found treating carcinoma the lung when 
the pleura involved. 

Adenomas the thyroid are not suitable for x-ray 
therapy. Simple hyperthyroidism responds well. 

The discussion closed with plea for get-together 
surgeon, physician, pathologist, and roentgenologist, and 
have all patients brought before committee deter- 
mine treatment. 

Louis Breitstein opened discussion the sub- 
ject pregnancy occurring after sterilization operation. 
stated that the records Mount Zion Hospital since 
1912 show that forty-five women had been sterilized 
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the time Caesarean section and five these became 
pregnant again subsequent dates. The method steril- 
ization had been the removal the cornual ends the 
tube. one the women who became pregnant follow- 
ing this procedure, there was found reoperation new 
tube projecting from the site the resection the old 
tube. Another explanation for the occurrence preg- 
nancy these sterilized women might found the 
well-known fact that the ova have powers burrowing 
their way through the tissues and possibly penetrating 
the uterus this manner. Breitstein further mentioned 
the question therapeutic abortion and felt that where 
the indications for this procedure were present, for 
instance early pulmonary tuberculosis, the procedure 
choice was perform hysterotomy and partial resec- 
tion the tubes for sterilization rather than curettage. 

Smith substantiated these observations, stating 
that his experience also had had cases where preg- 
nancy had recurred despite sterilization. compared 
the burying the tube done the sterilization 
operation the bone left cases leg amputation, 
showing that both have tendency burrow through the 
overlying tissues. 


The Medical Reserve Corps—The surgeon, Ninth 
Corps Area, announces that Oregon the latest state 
furnish its full quota officers the Medical Reserve 
Corps, and join the 100 per cent class. The other two 
states this class are Montana, which has furnished 
110 per cent, and Utah which has furnished 132 per cent. 
About every fourth physician Utah now officer 
the Medical Reserve Corps, besides which the applica- 
tions many others had rejected reason age 
physical unfitness for service. Wyoming has furnished 
per cent. The splendid record these four states are 
standards which the medical profession California and 
Nevada can well afford emulate. California has far 
furnished but per cent its quota, and 410 more 
medical officers are required. Nevada has furnished but 
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per cent, less than half the percentage its neigh- 
bor Utah. Nevada needs furnish ten more 
medical officers fill its quota. 


The physicians California and Nevada are least 
undoubtedly patriotic that their bordering states 
Oregon and Utah. But until they have fulfilled their 
obligations, they appear laggards. does not look 
well for them have numerous vacancies their units 
filled through the enthusiasm and surplus patriotic enroll- 
ments other states, now the case. would 
very desirable for the county medical societies Cali- 
fornia and Nevada take actively the matter fill- 
ing their state quotas, and urge upon such their mem- 
bers seem conform the required standards 
age and physical condition make application for com- 
mission the Medical Reserve Corps. The surgeon, 
Ninth Corps Area, Presidio San Francisco, California, 
will gladly furnish the necessary blank forms and any 
other information desired.
